Tuesday  morning  the  2id  inst.,  nt  his 
rooms  in  the  Metropolitan  opera  house 
New  York  City.  The  cause  of  his  death 
was  exhaustion  con.serpunt  upon  an  op- 
eration performed  on  him  at  Saratoga,  in 
June  last,  by  removing  stones  from  hia 
bladdfr.  He  has  also  suffered  from  kid- 
Bey  disease  for  the  last    thirty-live    years. 

He  left  St.  I.,ouis  in  the  latter  part  of 
May  and  came  to  Sarato.;a.  .\ftor  consul- 
tation with  a  physician  he  concluded  to 
have  the  operation  per'ormed  which  rc- 
sultefl  in  his  deoth.  .\fter  the  operation 
Mr.  Hoxie  wns  r'-lieved  and  felt  b^-tfer  for 
a  titn"  than  he  hnd  for  years.  He  hoped 
that  by  taking;  a  i-cat  he  would  regain  his 
health  entirely. 

In  his  early  days  Mr.  Hoxie  lived  at  Pes 
Moines,  Iowa,  and  for  twenty  y.nrs  there- 
after. Up  was  I'nited  States  marshal  of 
Iowainl.Stj2,  and  *v as  very  <^llicient  in 
suppressing  Kni.:hts  of  the  CJoIden  Circle.

ENGLISH  BILLIARDS. 


A  Sillr  and  Stupid   Gams  That   la  Ob- 
solete In  America. 

The  Pall  Mall  Oazette  inquires,  In 
connection  with  tho  bankruptcy  of 
Cook,  the  famous  billiardplayer,  wheth- 
er tho  Englinh  tu8te  for  "billiards  and 
show  garaos"  ia  dyinc  out.  The  facts 
in  this  case  are  certainly  curioua.  i'ooU. 
is  one  of  the  best  English  players,  nml 
occupies  a  position  like  that  uf  Bchuafur 
or  Klos.son  in  this  couiilry.  Yet  ha 
sworn  that  while  the  rent  of  hia  snliioii 
was  $1,250  and  his  marker  nml  liia 
waiter  cost  him  $25  a  wook  tho  grosa 
receipts  of  his  place  wincu  Apr.l  liiul 
not  exceeded  tho  latter  umouut  week- 
ly, lie  attributes  his  mi.sfortune  to  a 
decline  in  the  popularity  of  the  game 
Everybody  knows  that  in  this  cuuntrv 
the  popularity  of  billiards  in  steiwlily 
increiuiing.  There  is  not  a  billiard  sa- 
loon in  New  York  of  which  the  wecklv 
receipts  are  so  small  as  that  of  the  sa'- 
looii  kept  by  one  of  the  most  famous 
pla  ers  in  London,  while  a  player  of 
Cook's  rank  could  here  earn  a  salary 
greater  than  Cook's  total  receipts  by 
simply  playing  every  daj  in  one  place 
and  thus  ultractiiig  cu.stomers  to  it  lu 
a  general  way  Englishmen  are  quite  .-is 
fond  of  games,  either  of  skill  or  chance, 
as  Americans  arc,  nnd  it  seems  odd 
that  while  billiards  arc  more  and  more 
played  in  tho  United  States  they  should 
be  le.ss  and  less  playcti  in  Englaml. 

The  d.flcrence  must  ho  looked  for 
in  tho  difl'ercnco  between  English  and 
American  b.lliards.  Tite  IJritish  con- 
servatism which  Emerson  deseribixi  as 
"preheiisility  of  tail'  is  shown  iu 
nothing  more  strikingly  than  in  the 
manner  in  which  tho  Englidi  cling  to 
the  most  crude  and  anli(jiiatcd  forms  of 
pa.st  me.  Cricket  is  a  ganiH  which  iio- 
bmly  who  is  duly  impre.s.sed  with  the 
shortness  and  uncertainty  of  human 
life  has  any  bu.sine.-is  witii.  either  u.s  a 
player  or  spectator.  It  commonly  takes 
three  days  to  play  out  a  tjrst-ehi>,s 
m.atcb,  because  of  the  enormous 
amount  of  time  wa.sted  in  obserying  the 
coayenlionalities  and  traditions  of  the 
game,  besides  the  amouut  wasted  in 
absolute  dawdling,  if  indeed  this  be  not 
one  of  the  cher-shed  traditions.  The 
American  people,  to  almost  all  of 
whom  time  is  of  some  yaluc,  show  their 
sense  of  its  value  by  abstaining  from  at- 
tendance, in  any  great  numbers,  upon

the  solemn  exercises  of  an  interna 
tional  match.  If  cricket  were  to  be- 
come popular  in  this  country  it  would 
have  to  Ijo  so  tran.sformed  tiiat  an  En- 
glish cricketer  would  .^caicely  recog- 
nize it,  and  this  trausformalion  mignt 
be  effected  without  sacrifiiinir  any  of 
the  really  admirable  features  of  the 
game.  The  old  English  game  of 
"roimders"  is  the  original  of  base-ball. 
The  game  has  been  improved  beyond 
recogn;tiou,  and  not  the  least  improve- 
ment is  the  shortening  of  it,  so  that  a 
first-class  match  can  now  be  witnessed 
after  business  hours.  The  result  is  that 
probably  twenty  times  as  many  people 
have  attended  base-ball  matches  in  this 
country  during  the  past  summer  as 
ever  in  one  season  attended  cricket 
matches  in  Enerland. 

English  billiards  suffer  under  equal 
disadvantages  with  cricket,  though  the 
disadvantages  are  not  the  same.  The 
game  is  played  upon  a  vast  plain  of 
seventy-two  square  feet,  broken  by  six 
apertures  at  the  sides.  This  structure 
requires  a  space  of  at  least  twenty -two 
by  sixteen  feet.  The  breaks  in  the 
cushion  caused  by  the  pockets  ])reclude 


late  itself  upon  tho  fact  that  so  many 
young  men  of  means  and  Icasure  have 
of  late  shown  a  di.sposilion  to  give 
their  abilities  and  time  to  public  mat- 
ters in  tho  right  bj>irit. 

But  we  lind  ill  |K)litics  millionaires  of 
another  class  who  are  a  curse.  I  mean 
the  rich  men,  who,  without  marked 
qualifications  for  important  po.sit ion.s, 
.'ind  without  hiivng  earned  promotion 
by  UKoful  and  <listinguished  public  ser- 
vice, seek  high  ollice  merely  on  tho 
strength  of  their  money,  other  to  use 
its  power  for  Iher  own  advantage  or 
to  add  the  coiisp  euous  honors  of  hi^h 
political  statioi  to  their  wealth.  tTio 
very  appearance  on  the  field  of  pol  tics 
of  m;lli()nain.'3  whose  money  is  their 
only,  or  at  least  their  princ.pal.  title  to 
consideration  is  an  element  of  corrup- 
tion, for  it  means  tliat  in  some  way 
.'somebody  or  something  is  to  be  bou'i'lit. 
It  means  tho  employment  of  the  mil- 
lionaire's money  to  procure  h  s  election 
to  the  place  he  covets  either  through 
the  direct  bribery  of  individuals  or 
through  the  bribery  of  a  political  or- 
ganization with  c:impai'^n  funds.  It 
can  not  mean  anything  else.  In  either 
form  it  is  corruption;  in  the  lattt-r  form 
corrniition  especially  insiduous  and  <le- 
moraiizing,  becau.se  it  is  usually  called 
by  a  different  name. 

The  consequences  of  the  invasion  of 
public  1  f  e  by  mill  onares  of  this  class 
are  already  disclosing  themselves. 
-One  seat  after  another  in  the  senate  of 
the  United  States  is  falling  into  their 
hands.  In  some  cases  the  purchase  is 
a  matter  of  notoriety.  I  know  of  ..o 
recent  occurrence  more  alarming  than 
the  refusal  of  the  senate  to  investigate 
the  charges  of  corrupt  on  made  by  re- 
spectable parties  with  legard  to  the 
election  of  a  millonairo  senator  from 
Ohio.  I  have  read  tiie  charges,  as  well 
as  the  evidence  upon  which  they  are 
based;  al.so  the  arguments  made  in  the 
senate  against  invest i-atiug  them;  aud 
I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  if  charges 
of  corruption  in  senatorial  elections 
based  upon  evidence  creating  so  strong 
a  presumption  are  thrown  aside  by  the 
senate  as  not  eutitled  to  an  investiga- 
tion upon  reasonmg  so  flimsy,  there 
wdl  be,  as  far  as  the  action  ot  the  sen- 
ate itself  is  concerned,  nothing  to  pi-e- 
vent  every  seat  in  that  body  from  being 
acquired  by  some  millionaire  for  hiiiH 
self  or  his  attorney,  in  the  way  of 
downright  purchase  very  thinly  dis- 
guised. I  candidly  ask  you,  can  you 
imagine  anything  more  calculated  to 
undermine    the    moral    standing    and

It  was  on  such  a  table  that  b  lliarda 
were  played  in  this  country  twenty -five 
years  ago,  and  all  the  changes'  that 
have  since  been  made  in  it  have  tended 
to  make  the  game  more  scientitic  and 
more  interestingand  consequently  more 
popular.  It  is  curiou."  to  refl.'Ct  that  at 
that  remote  period  American  billiard- 
pla\  ers  not  only  played  a  game  in  which 
pockets  and  carrouis  were  mixed,  but 
that  the  color  of  the  ball  pocketed  or  of 
the  balls  carromed  upon  made  a  d.ffor- 
ence  in  the  score.  These  absurdities 
were  long  ago  removed  from  the  Amer- 
ican game.  They  survive  in  the  Eng- 
lish game.  The  standard  American  ta- 
ble is  two  feet  shorter  and  afoot  nar- 
rower than  tho  Engl  sh  table,  while  a 
smaller  size  still  is  used  yer>  commonly 
in  clubs  aud  saloons  and  almost  univer- 
sally in  private  houses,  where  such  a 
table  requires  about  two-thirds  the  room 
needed  for  an  Enirlish  table.  The  only 
advantage  that  can  be  claimed  for  tiie 
English  table  over  the  American  table 
is  that  pool  can  be  played  on  it.  But 
this  ia  really  a  drawback,  since  billiards 
is  an  interest  ng  and  sclent  fie  game 
and  pool  is  merely  a  form  of  riot.  If 
we  had  been  as  stubborn  as  the  English 
in  refusing  to  rat  onalize  billiards°our 
best  b  Uiard  players  might  be  goin<' 
into  bankruptcy.  If  tho  English  hatl 
followed  our  example  billiards  might 
be  as  popular  iu  England  as  they  nvn 
here,  aud  the  English  plavers  m  ght  be 
cont.-iiding  wiih  practitioners  of  civil- 
ized b  Uiaids  in  Par  s  or  Now  York  in- 
stead ot  making  dismal  .series  of  "spot 
strokes  against  each  other.— x\e«?  iork 
'rimes.

Another   class, 
not  having  .sullicient  capital  to  own    the 
land  :iiid  su]>i»ly  it  With    stock  and    im- 
plemeiils,  will   lea.se   it   for   longer    or 
shorter  perioils,  paying  therefor      cash 
rent  or  a  certain  proport  on  of  the  pro- 
fit    it  is  a  UKdter  of    common    obser- 
vation that  more  capital  is   required   to 
conduct   farming    operations    success- 
fully now  than    w.isthe    case      a  few 
years     ago.        Domestic   farming     has 
generally   given   place   to  commercial 
farming.   Hand  tools  have  been  thrown 
aside    and    cosily  tools   employed     in 
their  place.     Men  engage  in  farming  as 
a     money-making   business,     and    not 
with  the  simple  view  of   earning  a    liv- 
ing.        In  the   western   states,    where 
grain-production  and  stock-raising   .are 
tiie     pr.iicipal    rural   industries,    only 
farms  of  considerable  size  are   protit- 
able.     Few  young  men  have  the  means 
to  purchase  a  fourlh  or  a  half    tection 
of  hind,  to  erect  suitable   buildings,    to 
buy  stock,  to  obtain  machinery,  and   to 
conduct  farming  openitious  till   a  crop 
can  be  raised   or   animals   put   in   con- 
diiion  to  .sell.      Many  who  could  obtain 
the    stock   and  iniplemenls  could    not 
purchase  the  laml  needed  to  cultivate. 
A  just  iiud  equitable  system   of   leas- 
ing farms  would  be  a  great  benefit  to 
many  persons  who   have  some   capital 
but  not  enough  to  enn'jle  them  to   buv 
land  and  improve  it.     It  would  enabl"; 
them  to  live  ju  well-settled  portions   of 
the  country  and  to  enjoy  most  of  the 
comforts  and  advantaj^es  of  hi<jhly  civ- 
ilized life.  Their  families  would  be"  hap- 
pier and  more  contented  than  on  the 
frontier.  Such  asystem  of  leasing  farms 
would  be  highly  advantageous  to  many 
land-owners.     Some   of  them   become 
possessed  of  land  by  purchase,  some  bv 
act  of  settlement  iu'early  life,  and  oth- 
ers by    inheritance.     Many   owners  of 
farms  are  too  old  or  too  young  to  man- 
age them.     Many  farms  Vjeloug  to  wo- 
men, who  can  not  manage   them   suc- 
cessfully.    A   large   proportion   of    all 
these  classes  desir^to  keep  their  farm- 
ing lands,  as  the.  arc  regarded  as  very 
safe  if  not  very  remunerative  property. 
Tliey  are  more  secure  than  money  put 
out  at  interest,  ordinary  slocks,  or  town 
property,     if  in  the  hands  of  good  tea-

The  little  child,  Anabel  Lanagan, 
who  recently  went  nearly  two  months 
without  food,  is  in  this  city  to  "recov- 
er." Last  spring  Anabel  began  to  lose 
appetite  and  gradually  discarded  the 
nse  of  food.  At  first  she  gave  up  tea 
and  coffee,  then  she  stopped  eating 
meat  and  butter.  Vegetables  were 
dropped  next,  and  finally  she  even 
stopped  milk  and  fruit  During  her 
long  fast  she  virtually  lived  on  air  and 
water.  She  drank  in  great  quantities 
and  inhaled  the  atmosphere  with  miu-h 
satisfaction.  She  became  dreamy  and 
slightly  preoccupied,  but  did  not  de- 
cline in  health.  Her  cheeks  became 
pale,  but  she  was  not  reduced  in  weight 
to  any  extent  By  order  of  a  physician 
she  was  regularly  bathed  in  milk  and 
olive  oil.  She  was  aLso  induced  to  take 
minute  homeopathic  pills.  Every  device 
was  resorted  to  to  stimulate  a  taste  for 
food,  but  she  rejected  them  all  alike. 
The  fifty-third  day  she  was  seen  to  nib- 
ble a  crust  of  bread.  From  that  time 
she  commenced  to  gradually  recover 
her  appetite.  She  began  with  the  same 
things  that  she  left  off,  but  even  now 
she  will  not  touch  meat  During  the 
last  fifty-three  days  she  lost  but  ten 
pounds,  and  even  that  may  be  due  to 
the  fact  that  she  was  con.stantly  har- 
rassed  by  the  curious  and  inquisitive. 
She  now  has  a  ruddy  skin  and  shows 
no  symptom.'  of  ili-health.  The  fact 
that  she  suffered  no  pain  nor  inconven- 
ience makes  it  hard  to  understand  her 
caae.—bt.

ger steamers  should  be  compelled  to 
carry  them.  The  relatives  or  friends 
of  those  who  die  at  sea  would  gladly 
pay  the  exti-a  expense  entailed  in  pre- 
serving the  r  bodies  and  returning 
them  to  land  for  decent  and  Christian

Backbone  of  the  ContiuenL 
The  pass  through  the  "Garden  of 
the  Gods"  is  a  particularly  novel  and 
interesting  spot  The  rocks  here  have 
been  graduUy  worn  away  by  the  attri- 
tion of  ages,  and  have  assumed  the 
most  odd  and  grotesque  figures.  A 
little  stretch  of  the  imagination  and 
one  is  immediately  among  the  gods 
and  heroes  of  Grecian  and  Scandina- 
vian mythology. 

We  reached  our  destination  a  little 
past  noon,  and  after  refreshing  our- 
selves with  a  most  abundant  and  in- 
viting lunch  by  the  side  of  a  cle;ir,  rip- 
l)liug  brook,  we  proceeded  to  take  a 
view  of  the  "Seven  F;dls."  This  is  a 
magnificent  cataract  with  a  perpen- 
dicular fall  almost  equal  to  that  of  Ni- 
agara. There  arc  seven  flights  ol 
st  ps  by  which  you  ascend  the  monn- 
lain.  where  you  gain  a  bett.T  view  of 
them  tiuin  from  Ixlow.  Slanding  here 
we  are  inii)r''ssed  not  only  by  the 
beauty  and  sublimity  of  the  "falls,  but 
we  feel  tho  inspiration  of  the  spot 
Here  we  are  po'scd  upon  the  main 
axis  of  this  continent  the  great  divid- 
ing r.inge  which  separates  the  streams 
of  the  Pacific  slope  from  those  of  the 
broad  central  plains. 

Last  week  I  took  an  excursion  to  the 
valley  of  the  Arkansas  and  the  Roval 
(Jorge,  one  of  the  most  wonderful 
sights  in  this  region  of  wonders.  This 
day's  experience  iu  my  life  will  ever 
form  a  p.ige  in  my  memory  with  the 
leaf  turned  dr)wn.  Never  shall  I  forget 
the  awakening  dawn  of  that  glorious 
morn  ng— the  sun  kissing  the  moun- 
tain heighl.s.  and  adown  the  hillsides, 
and  deep  into  tho  dark  valle\-,  pouring 
a  flood  of  radience — the  earth  arousing 
from  her  n  glit  of  sleep,  and  through 
all  her  arteries  bounding  the  pulse  of 
life.

Church  Gigglers. 
Some  churches,  remarks  The  Christ- 
ian Life,  London,  are  troubled  witb 
groancrs  and  some  with  gigglcrs.  We 
cannot  tell  which  is  the  greater  nuisance. 
An  eminent  minister  recently  said  of  the 
latter:  "Giggling  is  described  in  the 
dictionary  as  the  act  of  'laughing  idly, 
tittering,  grinning.'  It  is  silly  and 
childish  enough  anywhere,  but  in  church 
it  is  abominable,  and   yet   there   is   no 

f>iace  where  giggling  is  more  common, 
t  is  natural  in  school  girls,  but  when 
met  in  young  women  of  19  or  20  it  is 
unpardonable.  It  is  frequently  a  char- 
acteristic of  young  men  with  incipieni 
mustaches,  who  think  they  qualify  them- 
selves for  manhood  by  affecting  con- 
tempt for  which  their  elders  revere. 
They  giggle  at  anything.  If  they  catch 
the  eye  of  an  acquaintance,  they  giggle; 
if  a  woman  rises  too  soon  for  a  hy  mn, 
they  giggle;  if  a  baby  cries,  they  giggle; 
if  some  one  drops  a  book,  they  giggle; 
if  the  clergyman  coughs,  they  g  ggle; 
if  the  plate  is  handed  to  some  one  who 
puts  nothing  in  it  chey  giggle;  if  some 
one  near  them  sings  out  or  repeats  the 
responses  louder,  they  giggle;  if  the 
choir  makes  a  mistake,  they  giggle.     In 


They  could  be  made  sources  of  pleas 
ure  as  well  as  of  profit  to  their  own(;rs. 
If  kept  iu  good  condition  or  gruduallv 
improving,  there  would  be  much  pleas- 
ure derived  from  visiting  them. 

It  is  obvious,  however,  that  most   of 
the  systems  of  leasing  farms  that  pre- 
vail iu  this  and   foreign   countries   are 
not  satisfactory  to   the   owners   or  the 
tenants.     Leasing  farms  from  year  to 
year  generally  results  in   depreciating 
the  value  of  the  land,  fences  and  build- 
ings, :md  in  making  tenants   unthrifty. 
The   tenant   who  is  constantly  moving 
is  never  very   prosperous.     The   laiid"- 
lord  who   changes  tenants   very   often 
may  expect  to  see  his  farm   run  down. 
No  one  remains  on  a  farm  long  enough 
to  take  much   interest  in  keeping  it'^in 
good  condition.     The  tenant's  aim  will 
be  to  get  all  he  can  out  of  the  soil,  and 
he  will  be  at  no  pains  to  restore  any- 
thinn;  to  it   That  he  neglects  the  fences, 
buildings,  wells,  and  trees  is  by  no  means 
marvelous.     The   landlord,    seeing   his 
place  going  to  ruins,  will  be  in  bad  hu- 
mor and  in  no  condition  to  be  on   good 
terms  with  his  tenant     It  is  likely  that 
e.ich  will  make  it   very  uncomfortable 
if  not  unprofitable  for  the  other.     Each 
will  look  forward  with  pleasure  to  the 
time  wjien  the  lease  will  be  terminated. 
Observations  in  most  parts  of  the  coun- 
tr}-  show  that  the  owners  of  farms   are 
inclined  to  make  hard  terms   for  their 
tenants,  that   the   latter   are  generally 
careless,  and  that  the  farms  themselves 
run  down  on  their  hands.     Especially 
is  this  the  case  when  farms  are  le.-ised 
for  short  periods,  as  from  year  to  year. 
The  laud  question  is  keeping  the  peo- 
ple of    the  British  isl.inds  m  a  constant 
state  of  trouble.     Intense  biilerncss  and 
hatred  have  been  engendered  in  Ireland 
on  account  of  the  sy.«teni  of  leasing  farm 
property.       The    troubles    origmating 
there  have  reached  Scotland  aud  Wales 
and    now  threaten  England.     Legisla- 
tion appears   to  have   uo  good   eff'Ct 
though    parli.ament  has  passed   several 
bills   wi  h  a  view  of  making  the   rela- 
tions   between    landlord     and    tenant 
more  satisfactory.     Rents   h.ave  gener- 
ally iHjen  lowered,  but  the  tenant  com- 
plains as  bitterly  as  before.     Landlords 
have   suffered   severely,    and   many  of 
them    h.Hvc    been    ruined.     In   almo.st 
every  part   of  (he  United  ICinadom  the 
price   of   farm  ng   land    has  fallen  at  a 
time  when  other  property  has  advanceil. 
Tenants  complain  thai  uiider  the  system 
of  fixetl  cash  rents  every  risk,  every  lia- 
bility, every  hazard,  falls  upon   them. 
The  landlord,  however,  is  secured  in 
his   income.     He  »loes  not   sufVer  from 
floods,    droughts,  insects,    poor  crops, 
or  low   markets.     He  receives  just  as 
much  rent   during  a  season   when   the 
tenant   makes   nothing  as  when   he  is 
fairly  or  remarkably  prosperous.     For 
the  landlord  there   is  certainty;  for  the 
tenant  there  is  uncertainty. 

A  former  oit'zcn  of  Bosnia,  now  re- 
siding in  England,  states  that  a  land 
system  exists  in  that  county  as  well  as 
in  H<'rzegovina  which  is  entirely  satis- 
factory to  both  landlords  and  tenants. 
This  is  so,  notwiilistanding  the  fact 
that  the  landlords  are  of  a  dillennt 
race  and  religion  from  those  of  the  ; 
tenants.  The  farmers  are  almost  with- 
out exception  Mohammedan  Tnrk.s. 
while  the  latter  arc  Greek  Cliristiaus. 
The  system  is  a  co-operative  one,  and 
has  existed  w.thout  change  for  centur- 
ies. Under  this  Turkish  system  the 
landlord  and  tenant  are  partners  and 
all  their  interests  are  in  common.  The 
understanding  is  that  the  partnership 
is  perpetual  and  is  not  terminated  by 
the  death  of  one  of  the  parties.  His 
heirs  succeed  to  his  place,  and  in  some 
instances  estates  have  remained  in  one 
family  for  more  than  a  centurv.  Such 
regard  is  felt  for  the  sacredness  of 
llieir  obligations  and  the  justice  of  the 
land  system  that  tenants  in  revolt 
against  the  government,  and  conse- 
quently against  their  landlords,  pay 
their  rent  as  jiromptly  as  in  times  of 
peace.  Such  was  the  case  during  the 
Kasso-Turk  sh  war  and  during  several 
rebellions  before  and  since  that  time. 
The  system  briefly  stated  is  as  follows: 
The  land  is  never  leased  on  fixed  cash 
rents,  and  in  the  leases  money  payment 
is  never  mentioned.  The  landlord  re- 
ceives annually  a  certain  share  of  the 
prwluce  in  kind  if  he  suspects  his  ten- 
ant or  has  use  for  the  articles  produc- 
ed, but  if  he  has  faith  in  him,  and  de- 
sires money   instead  of  gran,  fruit  or 


Tentlnic  I^lmrstone. 

Deposits  of  excellent  limestone  often 
exist  in  portion.*  of  the  country  tli&l 
have  long  been  settled,  but  their  value 
for  making  quick-limo  is  not  deter- 
mined. If  the  stone  resembles  in  col- 
or and  texture  that  used  for  making 
lime  in  a  part  of  the  country  frouJ 
which  any  of  the  settlers  came,  some- 
one generally  makes  a  kiln  and  pre- 
pares quick-lime  for  the  market  If  it 
has  a  different  color  and  texture,  the 
chances  are  that  it  will  not  be  utdiacd 
for  many  years.  During  all  this  time 
the  peojile  in  the  vicinity  pay  high 
prices  for  lime  on  account  ot  the  ex- 
pcn.so  of  transporting  t  and  oft'U  suf- 
fer great  inconvenience  in  not  \yl02 
able  to  obtain  a  supply  when  th'^y  have 
occasion  to  use  it  Uni.  1  ihe  late  eiv.l 
war  lime  made  at  the  Maine  peniten- 
tiary, at  Kocklaiiil,  was  u.^ed  for  mak- 
ing morlar  to  b-;  u-ed  in  the  erection 
of  bui. dings  in  towns  in  Arkansas  al- 
though the  state  is  most  bount  fully 
supphed  with  most  excellent  limestone, 
stone,  :ind  fire  clay  suitable  for  the 
erection  of  kilns,  and  the  best  of  fuel. 
Much  of  this  stone  was  black  or  nearly 
pure  wii  te,  aud  the  people  doubtless- 
ly thought  that  gray  was  the  color 
which  stone  should  have  that  would 
produce  a  good  article  of  lime.  I>ime- 
Klone  is  a  carbonate  ot  l;in;;,  and  ex  sts 
in  a  great  variety  of  forms,  ilarble, 
whether  wli  te,  i>iack,  mottled,  or  va- 
riegated, is  nearly  pure  carbonate 
of  lime.  Common  chalk  is  a  peculiar 
form  of  limcsioue.  very  common  on 
the  south  coast  of  England,  but  quite 
rare  in  this  country.  A  large  projor- 
t:on  of  the  limestone  found  in  the  west- 
ern st.'tes  and  territories  is  quite  com- 
pact an  I  of  a  gr.iy  color,  t  The  color  is 
due  lo  mineral  or  vegi-tabl  •  impur  ties. 

Detached  stones  found  on  the  surface 
of  the  ground  or  thrown  up  by  plowing 
generally  indicate  the  presence  of  a 
large d'pos  tin  the  vicinity.  Tii 'yinay, 
howeviir,  have  been  brought  from  quite 
a  di-tance  by  the  water  or  some  other 
agcnry.  Avail.ible  »le))osits  of  lime- 
stone do  not  always  crop  out  of  the 
ground  or  show  themselves  upon  the 
surfaci".  They  are  often  found  several 
fee',  Ij  low  ihe  .surface  in  di^S  uir  wells 
or  nial;.ng  d.tchfs  for  tho  purjiose  of 
drain  ng  low  land.  A  very  vaiiiauie  de- 
pos  t  of  limestone  was  recently  found 
■  u  Chauipaigu  county,  Illinois,  while 
workmen  were  eng;iged  iu  draining  a 
bog.  L  mestone  can  ofien  b /  quarried 
to  good  advanta;re  if  it  is  sevenil  feet 
below  the  surface.  It  is  no  objection 
to  the  stone  for  making  lime  that  it  is 
moist.  The  presence  of  moisture  in  it 
appears  to  felicitate  the  driving  off  of 
tiie  earljonic  at-id,  which  is  neces-ary 
for  converting  the  stone  into  quick- 
lime, or  the  lime  of  commerce.  This 
acid,  which  ordinarily  exi.sts  in  the 
form  of  a  gas,  does  not  form  a  very 
strong  union  with  the  lime  base.  It 
can  readily  be  displaced  by  the  use  of 
any  of  the  common  acids.  Common 
vinegar,  which  is  very  dilute  acetic  acid, 
will,  if  poured  on  a  p  ece  of  limestone, 
cause  the  carbonic  acid  tocseap-.  The 
vinegar  will  appear  to  fa  1,  owing  to 
tho  escape  of  the  bubbles  of  ga''] 
throuofh  it  If  gas  escapes  from 
piece  of  .stone  to  which  viuegar  has  beci; 
applied,  the  evidence  is  nearly  couciu- 
sive  that  it  is  carbonate  of  lime.  To 
test  it  furthur  it  is  only  necessary  lo 

filace  a  piece  of  stone  as  large  as  a 
len's  egg  in  a  blacksmith's  forge  or 
upon  a  wood  fire  or  a  stove  where  hard 
coal  or  wood  is  burned,  and  allow  it  to 
remain  five  or  six  hours.  If  at  the  end 
of  that  time  it  will  "slake"  the  experi- 
menter ni.\v  be  assured  that  the  si  or 
will  make  quick-lime.  By  burning 
several  pieces  in  this  way  ".slaking,' 
mixing  s.-\nd  with  tiiem.  and  m.tkii.^ 
morter  in  the  usual  way,  the 
value  of  this  lime  can  be  compared 
with  that  in  the  market.— tAti-a<;«j 
Times. 
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Imagination  Precedes  Fact 
At  least  two  of  the  amusing  scien- 
tific conceits  of  that  erratic Freucli  nov- 
elist, Jules  Verne,  have  this  year  been 
proven  to  be  practical  realiiies.  Some 
weeks  ago  we  gave  an  account  of  a 
new  torpedo  boat  grimlv  named  the 
"Peacemaker."  which  a.nually  sailed 
about  under  the  waters  of  the  Hudson 
with  a  crew  aboanl,  after  the  manner 
of  Verne's  "Nautiius."  Now,  apro- 
pos of  that  writer's  "Around  the 
world  in  Eighty  Days''  we  not  ce  thai 
the  steamer  Alameda,  of  tho  Ocean  c 
Steamship  Company,  arrived  at  San 
Franc  sco  October  2,  havi;ig  made  the 
trip  between  Sydney  and  that  ytort  in 
tweuly-three  days,  six  and  a  half  horus. 
the  fastest  time  ever  made.  The 
steamer  bro\ijiIii  a  mail  which  had  just 
arrived  at  Auckland  thirty-seven  days 
from  Loudou.  aud  this  ma  1  was  for- 
warded from  San  Francisco  by  train 
.and  is  exi)eeti>d  to  arrive  at  Liverpool 
October  16,  thus  making  the  trip 
around  the  world  iu  sixty-nine  days. 

While  the  voyage  from  Knglaml  tc 
Auckland  reqii  red  forty-two  days,  tiiat 
from  Auckland  to  Enghiini  b.  way  of  San 
Francisco  will  be  made,  it  is  expected, 
in  five  d.ays  less,  showing  the  advan- 
tage of  the  route  by  way  of  tho  United 
States. 

Veiy  possible  aerial  navigation  may 
be  real, zed  in  a  few  years  after  the 
manner  of  "Five  Weeks  in  a  IJ.illoon," 
but  it  will  be  some  time  before  the 
"Journey  to  the  Moon'"  is  made  in  a 
projectile.  M.Verne  is  not  entitled  to 
be  called  a  prophet.  Ho  has  simply 
written  in  the  instances  noted  above 
more  truly  than  he  knew. — Boston 
Vommerciul  Bulletin.

The  entire  day  h.*d  bcoii 
consumed  in  argument.  Judge  ISoan  hud 
oijticlnded  the  delivery  of  liis  iliarrfo, 
tlie  jurymen  were  tiling  out,  and  tlie 
crowd  was  rn  the  point  otdepurturc,  when 
its  exit  was  arrested  by  the  rapping  to 
order  of  the  deputy  sheriff.  Flourishing 
a  copy  of  Grot  titan's  paper,  the  Ar-

Senate.— Mr.  Cheney  (N.  H.),  apiiointcd 
to  fill  temporarily  the  vacancy  caust-d 
by  the  di'atli  of  Senator  Pike,  was  sworn 
in.  Mr.  Beck  introduced  a  bii!  to  provide 
for  ihe  iftircment  of  the  United  States 
legal  tender  and  nntioiiul  bank  notes  of 
small  denominations,  and  for  the  issue  of 
coin  certificates.  Mr.  Van VVick introduced 
a  bill  to  exempt  from  duty  imported  sugar 
and  mohiHses  and  also  imported  boards, 
lumber  and  tinilier.  Mr.  Morrill  offered  a 
resolution  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  revise 
the  tariff  at  the  present  session.  Laid  over 
Mr.  Dawes  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  also  laid  over  and  ordered 
printed: 

Resolved,  That  tho  committee  on 
finance  be  instructed  to  in<|uire  and  re- 
port as  soon  us  i)08sible  what  spe- 
cilic  reduction  can  be  mai,lo  in 
customs  dues  aud  int.T'ial  tasM  which 
will,  ia  their  judgment,  reduce  tha  receipts 
to  tho  necvMisary  aud  economical  expen- 
ditures of  the  govurnnient  without  impair' 
ing  tho  pro.spority  and  development  of 
home  industries  ol  the  compensation  ol 
home  laVior. 

Rt'solutions  in  regard  to  the  death  of 
Mr.  Price  of  Wisconsin  were  adopted. 

House. — Various  bills  in  regard  to  Nation- 
al Banks  were  int rod uoed.  The  bid  introduc- 
ed by  Representative  Parker  ol  New  York  to 
amend  tho  oleomargarine  act  proposes  to 
fix  the  tax  on  that  commodity  at  six  cents 
per  pound,  aud  strikes  out  the  original  act 
the  clause  forfeiting  to  the  United  States 
oleomargarine  lound  to  contain  deleterious 
ingredient*. 

The  bill  introduced  by  Representative 
Herbert  to  remove  certain  political  dis- 
abilities, provides  that  no  law  or  regula- 
tion shall  disiiualify  preeons  not  disquali- 
fied by  section  4  of  the  fourteenth  amend- 
ment to  the  costitutinn  Irom  holding 
office  in  the  army  or  navy.  The  intent  of 
the  bill  is  to  make  ex-confederates  eligible 
for  appointment.  Mr.  Herbert  also  pro- 
duced a  bill  authorizing  state  officers  to 
issue  writs  ol  attachments  returnable  to 
the  circuit  court  ol  the  United  States. 

The  bill  introduced  by  Representative 
Henderson  ol  Iowa  for  the  relief  ol  the 
United  States  supreme  court,  provides  that 
the  law  be  abrogated  which  requires  each 
justice  ol  tho  supremo  court  to  attend  at 
least  one  term  ol  the  circuit  court  in  each 
district  ol  the  circuit  to  which  he  is  allot- 
ed,  during  every  period  ot  two  years. 

Sen.ite.— Aflioiig  the  bills  introduced  and 
referred  were  the  following: 

By  Mr.  Manderson,  to  increase  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  line  officers  ol  the  army; 
(providing  for  the  cxaminntions  as  in  the 
case  of  ordinance  and  enginei-r  ollicers.) 
By  Mr.  Sewell,  to  place  the  name  of  Gen. 
Alexander  F.  Wobb  on  the  retired  list  of 
the  army.  By  Mr.  Hoar,  tor  theerection  of 
a  monument  to  the  negro  soldiers  and  sail- 
ors who  gave  their  lives  to  tho  preservaGon 
olthegoverment. 

The  senate  considered  the  bill  reported 
by  Mr.  Blair  from  tho  select  committee  of 
woman  suflrago,  proposing  an  amendment 
to  the  constitution  ol  the  United  States, 
extending  the  right  o?  suffrage  to  women, 
and  was  addressed  by  Mr.  Blair  in  support 
of  the  bill. 

HorsE.— The  house  passed  the  bill 
amen  ling  the  act  "for  the  muster  and  pay 
of  certain  officers  and  enlisted  men  ol  the 
voluntoBr  lorco,"  so  as  to  provide: 

In  all  cases  a  person  who  was  duly 
appointed  and  commissioned,  wheth- 
er his  commission  was  actually  re- 
c<^ived  by  him  or  not,  should  be  con- 
sidered as  commissioned  ol  thegrade  there- 
in named  at  a  date  Irom  which  he  was  to 
take  rank  under  tho  terms  ol  his  said  com- 
mission,and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  pay  and 
emoluments  as  if  actually  mustered  at  that 
date. 

The  electoral  count  bill  was  under  dis- 
cu8.sion  in  the  house.  The  senate  bill  pro- 
vides that  where  there  is  a  single  paper 
purporting  to  represent  tho  electoral  vote 
ot  a  state  it  shall  not  be  rejected,  'Except 
b.y  the  affirmative  vote  of  both  houses."

HocsE— -^  bill  was  passed  exten(Wnf  the 
laws  ol  the  United  States  over  certain  un-   | 
organized     territ-.)ry     south    of     Kans.a8,  i 
known  as  the  public  land  strip,    and  pro- 
viding that  this  lands  hall  be  snbject  to  en-  ■ 
try  bv  actual  settlers  under  homestead  law.  | 
The  bill  declaring  a  forfeiture  ot  the  Onton-  , 
agon  &  Brule    River  railroad   land   grant 
passed  without  division.    It  lorfeite  384.- 
600  acres.    Before  thi«  action  wae  taken 
Mr.  Pavson  declared: 

Froni  the  organi«ation  ol  the  Ontonagon 
&  Brule  River  company  no  steps  had 
been  takln  by  it  which  did  not  indi- 
cate that  that  organization  had  been 
purely  speculative,  and  effective  lor 
the  purpose  ol  getting  land  Irom  the  gen- 
eral government.  It  has  been  an  attempt 
at  barelaced  robbery  Irom  its  conception 
down  to  the  present  time.  Miles  ol  the 
road  had  no  other  ballast  than  ice 
and  snow  which,  moltinj  in  the  spring,  lelt 
the  rails  held  in  s.isi.-  jsiim  eight  inches 
libove  the  ground.

The  first  biennial  report  of  the  board  of 
railroad  and  warehouse    commissioner*  to 
legislature  of  tho  State  of  Minnesota,  as  to  the 
amendmenu  and  revision  of  the  railroad  aud 
warehouse  laws  was  Issued  yesterday.     Us 
most  Important  features  are  the  foliowlng: 
We   submit   to   the  legislature  suoh  amflad- 
roenu  ind  oUnngas  in  tho  laws,  with  the  exeou- 
tion  of  whidi  we  have  been  oliarged,  as  our  ex- 
purienca  ami  lnve»tlj{sllonB  li»vo  led  us  to  be- 
liave  demand  your  attention.     Iu  uinklng  these 
sutwesi'lonH,     ili«    oamailsslon   have   otrefully 
•tudUd  the  legislation  aud  proposed  leKlslation 
of  otuer  states,  and  of  the  United  States,  In  ref- 
erence lo  tho  subjects  emljri»oocl  la    the*e  buk- 
lt«8ted  bills.    For    impurlant  roosous   we  liave 
deemed  Itessenl^lal  to  more  dnflulielv  detiue  the 
duties   and   powers  of  the  commission.    These 
dntiea  and  powers  ar<*  now  included  In  the  aot 
ot  March  5,  IKS5,  eutaled  "An  acc  for  the  regu- 
lation of  railroaU  oompHntos."    The  bieuding  of 
two  or  mere  distinct  sobjf«ts  in  the  above  law  is 
open  to  the  criticism  that    it   is  uoi    in  aooord 
with  seccjoD   'J7,   article  4,  of  the  ooQotltution.

therein,  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  or 
bold  such  office.  The  decision  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  commissioners  shail  be  con- 
sidered tho  decision  of  the  commicsion 
on  all  qne«tlou«  ariclug  for  Its  consideration. 
Each  c-oromtssloner  bo  apnolnted  aud  qaiUfied 
shall  enter  Into  Ijonds  to  tho  Slate  of  Minnesota, 
to  l>e  approved  by  the  governor,  in  tho  sum  of 
$20,000.

to  oonipol  oouipllaiiue  with    tho   reoomineuda- 
tlou  of  tho  commtaBlou,  and  failuru    to    co  iip'y 
with   Its    roqnircnionts   shall  be  punishable  as 
and  tor  contempt,  and  tho  aald   ooaiiuiBBion  as

and  nothing  In  this  act  oiint,aln»a  shall  in  any 
wav  Rbridgo  or  alter  the  remedies  now  at  law 
piovidod,  but  the  pr.vislous  of  this  act  are  in 
addition  to  such  rem*  dies.

WATERED  STOCK. 

Tho  oommisssoo  aaye  of  the  evil: 
Capital  should  have  its  reasonable  profit  upon 
nioaey  actually  Inveeted.  To  this  end,  it  is 
probab  le  that  a  ba»is  for  fair  dividends  will  yet 
be  roaciiud  by  stated  e'tlmate-t  of  ttiC  actual 
value  of  ruilroad  properties-  Bv  such  a  method 
"water"  wav  bo  driven  out  of  fictitious  capital 
aud  a  permanent  remedy  reached.  Iu  the  meau- 
timo  ths  po-ieiblllty  ot  the  miuufaijiuio  of  in- 
flated currency  should  b«  prevented,  and  thas* 
two  statute.*  are  rospetttully  subralttod  with 
tho  ataieinent  that  they  are  largely  drawn  fr  m 
tho  action  mJ  experience  of  other  states  pro- 
vidioK  rcuieJioB  for  such  cvila,  and  it  la  beltevnd 
thev  will  aocomplish  the  purposo  Intouded  au<l 
work  no  liardahlp  to  honest  companies  with  an 
honest  purpo-iO. 

Protection  to  the  capitalist,  tho  commis- 
sion think,  could  be  secured  by  the  passage 
of  an  act  which  ahall  provide: 

That  it  shall  not  be  lawf  ni  for  any  railroad 
conijiany  exis  ing  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  laws 
this  etiic,  nor  for  auy  olHc?r  of  any  such  com- 
pRnv,  to  sell,  disixjs;  of  or  pledge  anv  shares  la 
the  cHuital  stock  of  BUch  coaipanv,  nor  to  usna 
certificfttcs  of  sharoa  in  the  capital  stock  ot 
snob  company  until  tho  abaros  for  which  anch 
certificates  are  to  be  issued  shili  have 
been  paid,  nor  issue  any  stents  or 
bonds  except  for  money,  Hhur  or 
proptr'y  actually  received  ind  applied  to  the 
purpo.if!  for  which  anoh  corporation  wss  creat(?d; 
and  ail  fictitious  stock,  dividends  and  other 
ttoiltlouB  Increase  ot  the  capital  stock  or  indebt- 
edness .if  anv  such  corn  iralion  shali  ho  void; 
and  it  any  ofil  er  or  omcers  of  such  co;npany 
shall  Issue,  sell,  plediie  o'  diBposo  of  any  shares 
or  certitlcatps  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  com- 
pany, in  violation  of  the  provlBions  of  this  act, 
such  officer  or  offi'-jers  so  doln,{  shall  bo  dt'emed 
KUllty  of  a  lulsdeni-.-anor.  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  bo  punished  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. The  provision-j  of  t  his  act  shall  apply  as 
fully  to  the  st.^oks  and  officers  of  consaliditod 
railroad  campaiiles,  existing  in  whole  or  in  p.irt 
within  tl«is  state,  as  to  orisinai  unconsoiiuatod 
companies  uxistine  as  aforesaid.  It  Is  here'.jy 
mudc  tho  duty  ot  every  such  railroad  company 
as  aforesaid  to  tile  with  tho  sccrotary  of  Blal-o, 
In  tho  month  of  July  In  each  year,  a  special  re- 
port and  8tateiU-<:;t,  sworn  to  by  th?  prosilent 
and  treasurer  jf  the  conipinv,  setting  f  irth  ex- 
plicitly tho  number  of  sliaros  of  capital  stock 
aotnally  issue. l,  B-jld.  pledged  or  disposed  of  by 
the  company  to  the  date  of  such  report,  and  the 
amount  received  therefor  ia  monev,  and  the 
amount,  reo<'ived  therefor,  it  any  in  property 
anu  other  efftcts. 

Tho  bocrd  find  it  expedient  and  important 
that  there  should  bo  a  statnt'!  govemlnar  pro- 
ceedings in  increasing  the  capital  stoclc  ot  rail- 
road comanieR,  so  that  such  l...;rea8e  shall  not 
take  place  without  the  knowledte  and  c  indent 
ot  the  state,  throuah  its  boar  of  railroad  com- 
missioners, in  order  that  proper  protoctioa  be 
had  a;:a'nst  the  possibility  ot  "watering"  stock, 
and  ifiviuz  publicity  to  all  indebtedness  and  tha 
re-isous  for  it.  This  is  recommended  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  an  net  provldingr  that 

Sviienever  anv  railroad  company  Bhall  desire 
to  increase  its  caoitai  stock,  it  shall  make  appli- 
cation to  the  railroad  and  warelioui'e  comuils- 
slou  iu  writing,  gi-ttiuz  forth  the  amount  to 
anil  the  purpose  for  wiiich  it  is  desired  to  miko 
such  increas".  Whireupon  the  commi-ision 
shall  fix  a  time  aad  place  for  hearins  such  a!)pll- 
catlon,  and  require  such  notice  thereof  to  be 
Biven  as  thev  raav  deem  reasouabie.  Tho  com- 
mis.slon  shall  make  a  finding  of  all  the  essential 
facts  presented  to  them  in  re:rard  to  such  pro- 
posed increase  ol  cnpital  stock,  and  if  the  ooin- 
mlsBion  shall  allow  the  increase  applied  tor,  they 
Bhsil  prescribe  the  manner  In  which  and  thi 
terms  upon  which  such  Block  shall  be  Incveasod. 
l!  tlio  comrnis-l- n  refuse  their  6p;)rov.-.l  to  the 
iBsuo  oi  such  capital  stock,  the  reif»on»  for  su-'h 
refusal  shall  bo  stated  in  thair  next  annual  re- 
port to  the  Icaislaiura  No  railroad  coiiipiny 
phall  iiHMoase  its  cspltal  stock  except  bv  Piwclal 
authority  of  the  railroad  and  wereho'se  com- 
mission as  herein  provided.  It  shall  aot  be  noc- 
e.ssarv  for  the  provisiDns  of  this  act  to  be 
accepted  bv  any  railroad  company  before  the 
same  shail  become  oper<<tive  as  an  amendment 
to  the  charter  01  nuoh  oompany. 
MOKK  TAXES.

hou--  crommi-Biiiii,  a  jni^t  r.ud  trne  fcco  mat.  of  all 
Bu;ii»  so  received  by  them  as  additionil  oharjius 
for  tiin  ocoiipBUcy  of  Bucli  care  over  a.'iy  road  -ir 
portio!!  tbereol  within  the  limits  of  this  state, 
an  1  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  of

The 
porccntumot    taxes   on   the  tross  earuiuits   of 
every  per:-*on,  copartnirship.  corporation  or  as- 
sociation is   boreby  fixed  at   3  t>er  ce.nt  per   an- 
nuo), snd  the    payment  of   such  percen'oni  an- 
nua.Iv  s'lall  be,  and  is.  in  lieu  of  ad  taxation  and 
asBes^meiit  whatev«r. 

AM;ND.\IENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUnoS. 
The  foU-jwinii    proposed   amendment  to   tho 
constitution  9*  the  state  is  submitted: 

To  be  Sjctioi  .5  of  Article  10— Control  of  ilall- 
ro  id  Corporations :  A  ladroad  coruoratlon  may 
establish  for  its  sole  benefit  fares,  tolls  aud 
chart:;s  upon  all  passeneers  and  property  con- 
veyed or  transported  on  its  railroad,  at  auch 
rates  as  m»v  be  nctermined  bv  i:s  directors,  and 
mav  fom  time  to  ti;nc  bv  Its  directors  recnlale 
the  use  of  i  b  road:  bnt  snch  fires,  tolls  and 
charrrc!;,  and  snch  rt>i;ulat  ions,  shall  at  all  times 
be  Bul)jr:ct  to  revision  and  alteration  by  the  leg- 
islature of  this  state,  or  by  such  officers  and  per- 
sons as  it  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  anything 
in  the  charter  of  a  railroad  coriwratlon  to  the 
oontrarv  notwithBtandiog. 

TAXATION  OF  BAII.KOAD  C0HPA5IX8. 
Any  raiiroa.l  company  ownlne  or  operatluK. 
or  which  may  hereafter  own  or  operate,  any 
line  or  lines  of  railroad  in  this  state,  which  has 
not  acnepted  and  become  snbject  to  Bections  1 
and  J,  of  chapter  11,  of  the  special  laws  of 
1873,  rcUtive  to  taxation,  shall  t>ccoine  liable  to 
pay,  and  shall  pay,  a  peccentaiie  of  its 
uross  earnluKS  in  lien  of  all  other  taxes,  in  ac- 
cor'iauoe  with  the  provisions  of  the  chapter 
l:t-:  -iatjofore  referred  to.  No  railroad  llnea  can 
1.  jjncd  fur  use  until  the  eomuiittee  is  noti - 
Ij.  1. 

CHANOINO  OBAIN  LAWS. 

It  is  proposed  to  change  these  laws  aa  fol- 
lows: 

Ad  (train  warehonses  in  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apo  isaud  Dalnthare  to  be  public  wearhoases 
and  must  take  oat  a  license.  All  urain  must  be 
inspected  on  arrival  at  these  points  belore  de- 
livered to  the  consignee.  Grain  ia  bins  must  be 
inspected  when  it  itoes  out.  A  reKlstrar  of  ware- 
bouBea  shall  be  employed.  State  welRbmasters 
shall  be  appointed.  Penalties  are  provided  for 
rlolftitoM  of  ftU  tllM»  proTisioBs. 
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In  resrard  to  country  warehooae* 
proyldod  with  the  followlnjr  point*: 

That  all  elevators  and  rraln  warehon"»8  In 
this  state,  other  than  ilioai  iu  St.  Panl.  luiuno- 
apoUs  and  Dulnth.  shall  be  under  the  siioer- 
▼lalon  of  the  railroad  and  warehouse  oonirnla- 
sion.  No  such  elevator  or  grain  house  suail  t>e 
permitted  lo  do  a  irraln  bUBlnesa  for  others  for  a 
compensation  witbont  a  license  from  the  rail- 
road and  warehouKO  3ommtsston. 

In  nil  of  these  iiroposed  bills  elaborate  ar- 
ranireinents  are  mad«  for  reports  to  the  oom- 
mtsslon by  railroad  companies,  £rom  all 
warebouaes  and  publication  of  the  same. 
The  commission's  report oonoludea  with  this: 

The  oemioisaton  have  an  act  drawn  piovidlnK 
for  irrain  warehouses  l>einR  placed  upon  th  :  side- 
tracks of  rallwaya,  which  is  not  submitted  here- 
with, as  it  is  deemed  l>eat  to  hold  it  until  tha 
suit  now  pcndlnit  atralnst  the  Chicago.  Milwau- 
kee &  fft.  I'anl  Railway  company  Is  decided. 
wbtob  ease  was  arened  before  the  auprem*  oonrt 
00  Deo.  9,  1886,  as  it  may  he  advlaable  to  make 
some  chanite.  Bach  bill,  with  a  apaclal  ruport 
thereon,  will  he  submitted  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  hearing  ot  the  case  rcfoired  to.

As  to  i^ooa. 
Opinions  about  eating  have  taken    a 
mare  sensible  turn  under  late  medical 
observations,  contrasting  with  the  time 
lu  memory   when  conscientious  people 
studied  to   limit  their  fare  to  the  fewest 
ounces   that  would    sustain  life.  Pious 
people   and    inlidel    philosophers  alike 
thought  it  an  adv,anco  when  they  could 
record  their  daily  diet  at  liftcen  ounces, 
mostly  of  bread  and  weak  drink.  Rigid 
persons  carried  scales  to  the  table  and 
weighed  their  food  allowing  so   many 
minutes  and    so    many    ounces,    after 
which  they  rose  from  the  table   hungry 
or  satished  as  the  case  might   be.     Hy- 
gienic  reformers  are  still  harping  on 
the   mistaken  rule,    "Always  rise  from 
the  table  hungry. "as  if  the  natural  in- 
stinots  of  the  body  were  given  soley  to 
bo  disregaixled,  and  to  bo  a  constant  uu-  i 
easiness.    This  ascetic   rule   is   one   ex- ' 
trt<mo  of   the  food   question'   opposing 
which  we  may  place  the  homelv  old  say- 
ing,   that   tho   way   to  eat   niush   and 
milk  was  to  "sit  two   inches   from   the 
table,  and  eat  until  you  touch."  Science 
and  common  sense  alike  forbid   hunger  i 
and  rejiletion. 

Dr.  Ilodjes,   before  tho    Boston  So-  ' 
ciety  for  Medical   Improvement    takes 
high   and   well-sustained  ground     that 
"the  body  requires  not  onlv  to   be   feil, 
but  tilled;"     and  says  that  "the  underfed 
absorb  a  large  part  of   medical  pr.^ictice 
for  the  relief  of   diseases   from   lack  of 
nutrition,  among   which   are,  "nervous 
prostration,   aniemia,  neuralgia,   cough  . 
and  throat  troubles,  constipation,  back- 
ache,  and   nausea  or   sick  head.s,che." 
The  symptoms  of  "chronic  starvation," 
he  declares,  .are  found  not  only  in  Irish 
and  Lanchasire  famines,  or   among  un- 
derpaid operatives  and  shop  girls,    but 
in      good     families,     among    growing 
school  children,  boys  tittmglor  collog^ 
society  girls,   young   mothers  of    fam- 
ilie.s,  and  working  women.    Quality   of 
food,  with  all  tho  heat  and  force  it  may 
contain,  will  not  make  up  for  quantity, 
and  the  better  educated  cla.sscs   readily 
deceive  themselves,  and  mislead  others, 
as  to   tho   amount  of    food    necessary 
for     welfare.       Under      the      con  -eit 
that  eating  heartily    is    neither  whole- 
some nor  relined,  a  habit  of  going  with- 
out enough   sustenance   is  ebttblibhed, 
till  the  stomach  grows  contracted  from 
want  of    8uQioi«nt  v  otu.iliug,    and  the 
result  is    low   tone,  and   weakness  ol 
body  and  brain.  Much  of  the  ill-humor, 
the  dullness  and  flatness  of  intercourse, 
the   fa  lure  in  business  and  literature, 
is  directly  traceable  to   defective   nutri- 
tion.   The  mind   is   alow  or   confused, 
the   nerves  give  way  under  strain,  and 
tiiat   snappisliness     results     which     is 
realy  a  form  of    hystciria,    in   men  and 
women.   The  shortcomings  of  the  usual 
diet  are  apparent  when   it   is  seen  that 
the  ordinary    ration    of    mixed    fare 
slionld  weigh  with  in   an  ounce  and  a 
half  of  seventeen  pounds  of  tlie  heart 
iest  food.    Tho  utter  inadequacy  of 
genteel  restaurant  portion  was  "fore 
shown  at  the  International  Health 
hibition    in    London,  when  the  Vesre- 
tarian    Society  plumed  it.«:elf    on    fur- 
nishing six-penny   dinners   to   four   or 
five  hundred  persons  daily.    From    the 
carefully  kept  account  ot  bill  of     fare.

I     When  the  Salvation  cavary  oame  into 
j  view  a  laughable  incident  occurred,  for 
I  a  religious  hobby  horse  took  the    bit  in 
his  mouth  and  cavorted  and  pranced  all 
over  tho  field   with   a   Salvation   army 
lieutenant,  who  was  utterly   uuablo   to 
hold   him.      Among  the  corps    whose 
;  evulutioua   won    especial   praise   were 
"tho  Blood  and  Fire   Fenoibles,"     "the 
Cold  Stream   Guards"  (Baptist),    "the 
Royid  Seven  Dial  Brigade"  "the   Petti- 
coat Lane  Light  Cavalry,"  "the  Cheap- 
side  Cuirassiers,"  "the  Collection  Plate 
Dragoons,"    "the    Mosaic    Veterans," 
and  "the  Mount  Ararat  Invincibles." 

A  large  part  of  tho  army  are  to  be 
armed  w  th  repeating  sermons.

Governor  Seay,  of  Alabama,  is  get-

An  investigation  into  the  losses  from 
pleuropneumonia  amongcattlein  Illi- 
nois results  in  a  report  that  "the  Here- 
ford interest  in  the  state  has  suffered 
the  value  of  $1,000,000."  The  an- 
nual loss  to  the  cattle  interests  of  the 
state  is  placed  at  $10,000,000.  A 
rigid  inspection  system  is  to  be  asked 
for  by  the  Consolidated  Cattle-Grow- 
ers'  Association  of  the  United  States, 
and  i'.n  appropriation  of  $5,000,000 
to  have  it  carried  out. 


According  to  the  report  of  the  la- 
bor commissioner  of  New  York, for  the 
year  ending  November  1,  there  were 
over  1,500  strikes  in  the  state,  as 
against  about  300  in  1885.

She  was  born  a  slave,  and 
was  the  property  of  Spanish  masters  until 
ISIS,  when  she,  with  other  Spanish  slaves, 
lied  from  tho  town  of  Pensacola  when  it 
was  taken  by  Gen.  Jackson.  She  lived  in 
the  Seminole  nation  Irum  then  until  the 
stcond  treaty  of  peace  with  the  Scminoles, 
when  .she  was  regarded  as  their  common 
riroperty,  and  vvas  lemuved  with  them  to 
Indian  Territory.  She  leaves  a  daughter 
living,  who  reside.*!  in  Austin,  Tex.,  and 
who  i.-  in  her  ninety-sixth  year.  She  leaves 
many  grandchildren  here)  somo  ol  them 
nearly  seventy  years  of  age. 


A  statistician  puts  the  price  paid  for

At  St.  Louis,  Mrs.  Juliet  Cunningham, 
wild  was  seriously  injured  by  jumping  from 
a  street  car  of  the  People's  liuo.  which  was 
in  imminent  danger  of  colliding  with  a  rail- 
r.'fti!  train,  was  awarded  tho  unusually 
large  sum  of  $25,000  damages. 

As  tho  Salt  T..ake  express  on  tho  Denver 
it  IJio  Grande  railroad  was  roun<ling  a 
curve  on  the  approach  to  tho  bridge  across 
the  Gunnison  river  the  engine  struck  a  cow 
lying  on  the  track,  and  was  derailed,  tum- 
bling over  and  over  into  the  river  below. 
Engineer  Welch  and  Fireman  McConnell 
were  instantly  killed. 

A  glance  at  the  annual  report  of  Quarter- 
master General  Holabird  shows  tho  total 
expenditure  by  the  quartermaster's  de- 
partment of  tho  United  States  army  'lur- 
ing tho  past  year  to  have  been  $10,283,- 
1(80.31;  transportation  was  f'irnished  for 
236,180  pertons;  100,192  tons  of  stores 
and  7,U07  horses  and  mules  at  a  cost  of 
$l,.'>79,4u3.38;  1,231  cavalr3' and  artillery  ! 
horses  were  purchased  at  an  average  of  i 
$141.24;  and  .563  mides  costing  $154.99  ' 
each;  808  horses  and  329  mules,  hav- 
ing pafssd  the  period  of  their  usefulness, 
were  sold,  realizing  the  sum  of  $51,006.82. 
There  wero  remaining  in  service  at  the 
close  of  the  year  9,003  horses,  5,493 
hades  and  0  oxen. 

Tho  government  receipts  so  far  this 
month  are  a  little  over  $16,000,000,  an 
average  of  nearly  SI. 000,000  a  day.  Tho 
expenditurea  during  the  same  time  aggre- 
gated S'J.OOO.OOO,  or  $7,00,000  less  than 
the  receipts. 

Congressman  Hitt  of  Illinois  fivoyears 
ago  was  stenographer  for  a  house  coniniit- 
teo,  but  he  married  a  woman  with  cash 
and  ho  entered  the  political  areua. 

Senator  Dolph  offc red  an  amendment  to 
the  sundry  civil  bill  to  appropriate  $350-, 
000  for  a  cutilom  house  building  at  Port- 
land, Or. 

The  present  indications  are  that  the  pres- 
ident will  appoint  William  A.  Walker  of 
Manitowoc  to  be  district  attorney  in  place 
of  Mr.  Delaney. 

The  t-enatorial  members  of  the  confer- 
ence committee  on  the  electoral  count  bill 
have  agreed  to  the  house  amendments. 

Attorney  General  Garland  announces 
that  the  government  will  not  pay  for  tho 
kid  gloves  and  carriages  used  by  tho  justi- 
ces of  the  supreme  bench  in  making  their 
regular  New  Year's  day  call  on  the  presi- 
dent. 

In  the  senate  on  motion  of  Mr.  McMillan, 
the  bill  for  the  appointment  of  an  inspect- 
or of  hulls  and  boilers  in  Duluth  was  pass- 
ed. The  bill  authorizing  the  construction 
i)f  a  bridge  across  the  St.  Louis  river  at 
tho  most  accessible  point  between  Minne- 
sota and  Wisconsin  also  passed. 

At  Peun  Yan,  N.  Y.,  Dorr  M.  Hamlin,  a 
prominent  citizen,  a  married  man, occupied 
the  same  room  with  his  paramour,  Muriel 
Alderman.  Before  retiring  they  each  tofik 
a  dose  of  morphine  with  suicidal  intent, 
and  Nlept  for  twenty-four  hours.  Suspicion 
lieing  aroused  by  Handin's  absence  from 
lionie,  tho  apartmeuts  which  they  occupied 
were  broken  open.  This  aroused  Hamlin 
from  his  stupor,  whereupon  be  seized  a 
pistol,  shot  tho  girl  in  the  breast  and  sent 
a  ball  into  his  own  head.  Tho  woman  was 
killed,  hut  Handin  is  still  alive. 

The  Northwest  Indian  commission  (Messrs. 
Wright,  Daniels  and  J..arrabee)  have  re- 
turned from  Fort  Berthold,  having  con- 
cluded a  satisfactory  agreement  with  the 
Gros  Ventres,  Mandan  and  Arckaroe  In- 
dians, whereby  they  cede  to  the  United 
States  all  that  portion  of  their  reservation 
Iving  north  of  the  forty-eighth  parallel, 
and  also  the  larger  portion  of  the  territory 
lying  between  the  Missouri  river  and  the 
Fort  Buford  military  reservation.  The 
Indians  take  lands  in  severalty  on  their 
diminished  reserve. 

The  principal  work  done  of  the  fifty-one 
cases  which  were  disposed  of  in  the  District 
Court  at  Waphcton,  Dak.,  was  tho  iudict- 
ing  of  the  officers  and  directors  of  the  First 
National  bank,  three  indictments  being  re- 
turned against  Casiiier  Hay  ward  and  one 
indictment  against  each  of  the  directors, 
all  for  tho  receiving  of  deposits  while  know- 
ing the  bank  to  be  insolvent. 

Senator  Cuilom, referring  to  tho  prospects 
ol  the  interstate  commerce  bill  says:  The 
bill  will  pass,  I  think,  just  as  it  came  from 
the  conference  committee.  ThoDomocrats 
in  the  senate  are  almost  solid  in  its  favor, 
and  there  will  not  bo  so  many  Republican 
votes  against  it  as  now  appears  probable.

No  railroad  or  other  corporation  en- 
gitged  in  interstate  commerce  shall  have  or 
kpop  atl  oitic.-i  f(ir  or  otherwise  provide  for 
or  permit  the  transfer  upon  tho  books  of 
such  corporation  of  any  portion  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  same.at  any  place  out- 
sido  tho  state  under  the  laws  by 
which  the  said  corporation  was 
incorporated,  and  all  transfers  of  the 
stock  of  any  such  corporation,  at  any 
point  ot  place  outside  the  limits  ot  the 
slate  by  which  such  corporation  was  in- 
corporated, shall  be  void.  Mr.  Van  Wyck 
iulroducod  a  bill  proposing  an  amendment 
to  the  constitution  in  rolatlon  to  the  elec- 
tion ot  United  States  senators. 

Mr.  Blair  offered  a  resolution  instructing 
the  committee  on  lin.anco  to  inquire  into 
the  propriety  ol  reporting  a  bill  providing 
a  rebate  on  all  imported  materials  incor- 
porated with  domestic  materials  or  con- 
verted into  other  articles  and  exported  to 
foreign  countries  for  sale.

The 
senate  also  passed  the  bill   to    repeal    the 
tenure  of  office  act  by  a  vote  of  30  to    22. 
Tho  law  is  but  a  shadow   of  the  iron   clad 
act         by        which       the        Republicans 
ot      1867      held      in      check       President 
Johnson.      As     it      then    stood    it     for- 
bade removals  from  office  during    the  ses- 
sion ot  the  senate  except  with  the   advice 
and  con  Dent  of  that  bod 3'.    During  the  re- 
cess of  the  senate  the  president  was  al  lowed 
to  make  no  removals    at  all,    but    might 
suspend  an  officer  on  satisfactory 'evidence 
of     miscondu  ct      in     office,     ciimo      or 
incapacity  Until   the  next  meeting  of  tiie 
sonato.    When  Grant  became  president  tho 
house  of  representatives,  being  overwhelm- 
ingly Republican,  voted  to  repeal  the  law, 
but  tho  more  cautioussenate  would  consent 
only  to  a  modification  ot  it.  The  law  as  then 
amended  gives  the  president  unlimited  pow- 
er    of    suspension    during    the    recess    of 
the  senate  until  the  end  of  the  next  session 
of  tho  senate.     Should  the  senate  refuse  to 
approve  the  suspension   the  discarded   of- 
ficer would  be  restored  to  his  place  on  the 
final  adjournment  of  the   senate,   but  as 
the  president  can   immediately  resuspond 
him  this  restriction  is  futile.and  for  all  prac- 
tical purposes  tho  suspension  of  an  offical 
during  a  recess  of  the  senate   is  his  dismis- 
sal.   No  suspended    officer  has   ever  been 
restored  since  the    passage  of   the    act    ot 
1869.   and  all    the   efficacy,  remaining  in 
the  tenure  of  office  law  is  its  inhibition 
of    removals  from    office  during  the   ses- 
sion    of    the   senate,    unless    that-  body 
approves     the     removal     and     consents 
to     the     appointment     of     a   new    man 

Tho  house  bill  extending  the  free  delivery 
system,  passed  the  senate,  it  provides: 

Letter  carriers  shall  be  employed  for  free 
delivery  at  every  incorporated  city,  village 
or  borough  containing  a  population  of  50,  - 
000  within  its  corporate  limits,  and  may 
bo  so  employed  at  every  place  containing 
a  population  of  not  less  than  10,000  with- 
in its  corporate  limits,  according  to  the 
last  general  census,  or  at  any  postoffice 
wldch  produced  a  gross  revenue  for  thepre- 
coiiing  fiscal  year  ot  not  less  than  $10,000. 

House. — A  resolution  was  adopted  in- 
structing the  committee  on  appropriation^ 
to  inquire  into  the  recommendation  of  the 
secretary  of  the  interior  for  the  consolida- 
tion ot  certain  of  the  offices  of  surveyor 
general  and  making  it  in  order  to  propose 
a  reduction  ot  expenditures  by  the  aboli- 
tion or  consolidation  of  any  of 
these  offices  on  an  appropriation 
bill.  Mr.  Belmont  introduced  a  bill  for  tho 
njipointmeat  by  tho  president  of  a  com- 
mission to  investigate  the  Canadian  fisher- 
ies troubles.  All  tho  amendments  of  the 
committee  of  the  whole  to  the  sundry  civil 
bill  wero  agreed  to  and  the  bill  passed.  The 
bill  allowing  $246,880  to  tho  SfcMinnville 
&  Manchester  Railroad  company  of  Tennc- 
see  for  property  taken  by  the  army  in 
1865  passed.

HouHK.— Tho  mf)tion  of  Morrison  that 
the  house  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
revenue  bills  waa  defeated  by  five 
votes,  the  vote  standing— yeas  149, 
najs  154.  There  were  some  changes 
on  both  sides  from  tho  vote  of  the 
17th  of  June  last,  which  also  re8ulte<l  in 
the  de'eat  of  Morrison.  Tho  motion  then 
failed  by  a  vote  ot  yeas  140,  nays  157; 
not  voting,  27.  The  changes  from 
that  vote  wore  as  follows:  The 
following  Democrats,  who  voted  with 
Mr.  Randall  on  Juno  17,  voted 
with  Mr.  Morrison:  Tim  J.  Campbell, 
New  York;  Findlay,  Maryland;  Pindar.

The  house  bill  for  the  relief  of 
the  survivors  of  the  exploring  steamer 
Jeannette.  and  the  widows  and  children  of 
those  who  i)erished  in  the  retreat  from  the 
wreck  of  that  vessel  in  tlie  Arctic  seas, 
passed.  Mr.  Blair  introduced  a  l)ill  to  al- 
low soldiers  and  sailors  who  have  lost 
both  arms  an  increased  pension. 

Senator  Sjjooner,  by  request  of  Senator 
Miller,  wlio  is  absent,  introduced  a  l)ill  to 
extirpate  coptagious  pleuro-pheumoni.i, 
foot  and  mouth  diseases,  an<]  rinderpest 
among  cattle,  and  to  facilitate  the  ex- 
poration  of  cattle  and  tho  products  ot  live 
stock. 

Senator  Sherman  presented  a  resolution 
from  the  National  Cattk-  Growers'  asso- 
cintion  reciting: 

Whereas,  There  wero  in  Montana  reser- 
vations aggregating  50,000  scpiare  miles, 
part  of  whicli  lay  so  near  the  Canadian 
border  as  to  cau^e  constant  petty  warfare 
between  opposing  tril>cs,invi>lviiigfrei|ueiit- 
ly  the  property  of  whites;  and.  whereas 
this  enormous  acreage  gave  nearly  3,OiM( 
acres  to  each  Indian,  it  was  resolved  to  !ie 
tlie  licst  thing  to  do  to  place  these  Indians 
on  lands  of  their  own  in  severalty,  atid  to 
throw  open  tlie  remaining  lands  to  p'iblic 
entry,  the  j)rocee(ls  to  be  covered  into  th.' 
treasury  for  tho  use  of  the  Indiiins.

Tho  rides  were  suspended  and  the  senate 
bill  passed  amending  the  statutes,  making 
an  annual  appropriation  to  provide  arins 
and  equipment:^  for  tho  militia,  with  an 
amendment  proposed  by  the  house  com- 
mittee making  the  annual  appropriation 
$400,000. 

Mr.  Gilfillan  offered  a  bill  providing  that 
200  acres  of  the  Fort  Snelling  reservation 
be  set  aside  upon  which  a  soldiers'  homo 
may  be  erected. 

Mr.  Lyman  ot  Iowa  introduced  a  bill 
providing  that  no  grant  of  land  shall  l>e 
given  to  a  railroad  or  a  state  in  aid 
ol  the  construction  of  a  railroad  as 
against  the  rights  of  bona  fide  settlers  un- 
til a  map  of  definite  location  hIiuII  be 
filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  interior.  Mr. 
Murphy  ot  Iowa  offereda  bill  appropriat- 
ing $42,000  to  erect  a  hospital  on  the 
island  ot  Rock  Island,  111. 

Delegate  Qiftord  introduced  a  bill 
allowing  the  Yankton  &  Misiouri  Valley 
railroad  right  of  way  through  the  Yoaktoq 
Indiaa  retervAtion, 


Home  for  ■IssMOts  Soldiers. 

A  meeting  of  ex-soldiers  and  the  state 
committee  of  the  G.  A.  R.  wns  held  at 
Minneapolis  to  consider  the  proposed  bill 
tortile  establishment  of  a  soldier's  homo 
in  Minnesota,  and  what  is  designated  as 
tho        burial        bill.  Delegates        wero 

present  from  various  parts  of 
tho  state  and  the  matter  wan  fully  dis- 
cunsod.  The  following  motion,  offered  by 
Col.  Hicks,  was  adopted: 

That  wo  desire  and  ask  tor  a  soldiers' 
home  and  for  temporary  relief,  and  that 
a  subcommittee  be  appointed  to  draft  a 
bill  and  submit  the  same  to  a  future  moot- 
ing of  tho  whole  committee. 

Subsequently  the  meeting  rocommondod 
that  the  following  provisions  be  embraced 
in  the  bill: 

That  the  name  shall  be  the  Minnesota 
Soldiers'  Home;  tho  governor  to  appoint  a 
commission  to  select  a  location  for  tho 
home  wilhin  thirty  days  after  the  passage 
of  the  act;  the  commis.sion  to  report  its 
selection  on  or  l)efore  June,  1887;  such  se- 
lection to  include  features  such  as  eleva- 
tors, sewerage,  drainage,  water,  facilities  ot 
access,  and  quality  of  and  price  of  land; 
tlie  commissioners  to  sorvo  without  pay 
and  be  authorized  to  receive  donations 
of  money,  personal  property  or  lauds  of- 
fere<l  for  tho  home,  but  such  donations 
shall  not  alone  detttrmino  the  location; 
the  governor  to  appointsovcn  trustees,  not 
more  than  four  of  whom  shall  belong  to 
the  same  politic/vl  party,  nnd  serve  as  fol- 
lows: First  three  hjr  two  years,  two  for 
four  years  and  two  for  six  years, and  after 
that  to  be  elected  for  six  years  each;  the 
governor  to  fill  unexpired  terms  and  ap- 
pointments after  the  lirst  board,  to  be  con- 
firmed by  the  senate.

Tho  final  pages  of  the  biennial  report  ol 
the  state  board  of  charities  nnd  corrections 
have  been  printed.  They  are  dovotttd  al- 
most exclusively  to  comparative  stati*. 
tics.  Tho  total  disbursement  per  capita 
for  inmates  of  tho  reform  school  was  re- 
duced from  $208.12  in  1884-5  to 
$197.38  in  1885-6;  for  deaf  and  dumb 
from  $233.48  to  $210.14;  for  blind 
there  was  an  increase  of  from 
$280.28  to  $294.08;  for  imbeciles  an  iu- 
crcaso  from  $206.46  to  $223.20.  Tiie  to- 
tal current  expense  ot  the  hospital  for  the 
insane  at  St.  Peter  for  1885-6  was  9^35,- 
135.25.  divided  as  follows:  Salaries  and 
wages.  $33,208.29;  groceries  and  provis- 
ions, $46,930.52;  clothing.  $9,338.92; 
fuel  nnd  light.  $26,498.81;  medical  sup 
plies.  $1,032.99;  furniture  and  bedding 
$4,544.24;  repairs  and  improvements 
$2,645.06;  farm,  garden  and  grounds,  $6, 
379;  miscallaneous,  $7.j,334.72.  The  to- 
tal current  expense  of  tho  institution  sinct 
itsfoundationhas been $1,721,570.06.  The 
weekly  average  cost  per  inmate  has 
been  reduced  from  $9  to  $3.25. 
The  weekly  average  cost  per  pu- 
pil at  tho  reform  school  has  been  reduced 
from  $5.86  to  $3.80.  The  total  current 
expense  of  tho  state  prison  since  the  organ- 
ization of  the  state  has  been  $863,049.33. 
Last  year  the  expense  was  $65,135.82, 
which  is  greater  than  Rny  other  year,  al- 
though tho  per  capita  cost  was  lower  than 
Jit  any  other  time,  having  been  reduced 
from  $6.16  to  $3.04.  The  prison  earnings 
sinco  1860  have  been  $449,228.04.  Last 
year  it  was  $50,619.69;  $25,083.04  waa 
paid  the  state  treasurer  from  convict  earn- 
ings, and  $1,192.85  for  board  ot  United 
States  prisoners.

The  commission  appointed  to  locate  a 
third  state  asylum  terminated  theiriiibors 
in  St.  Paul  recently  by  selecting  I'urgus 
Falls,  Otter  Tail  county,  as  the  site  for 
the  pro))osed  institution.  There  were 
but  four  places  selected  to  choose 
from— Fergus  Falls,  Sauk  Center, 
Alexandria  and  Brninerd.  After  the  ad- 
vantages of  each  place  were  thoroughly 
investigated  and  considered  by  the  board, 
tho  commission  with  one  exception  was 
unanimousir  in  favor  of  the  place  selected. 
One  member  of  the  commission,  F.  S.  Chria- 
tianson  of  Rush  City,  held  out  to  the  last 
for  Alexandria. 

The  land  chosen  lies  a  little  north  of 
Fergus  Falls,  a  small  section  of  it  lying  in 
the  city  limits.  It  embraces  916  acres, 
having  a  frontage  of  about  one  mile  on  the 
city.  It  is  adjoining  tho  Otter  Tail  county 
poor  farm,  and  embraces  what  is  known 
as  the  old  country  poor  farm.  The  entire 
tract  ol  land  will  cost  $31,440,  or  about 
$31  an  acre.  Contracts  were  required  from 
the  owners  of  property  that  the  sale  would 
be  made  on  the  terms  represented, 
in  selecting  Fergus  Falls  tho  commission 
was  largely  influenced  by  tho  following 
considerations:  First,  au  asylum  at  Fer- 
gus Falls  will  accommodate  the  north- 
western part  of  the  state  as  well  as  the  Red 
river  valley.  Second,  tho  commission  re- 
garded Fergus  F'alls  as  a  growing  town, 
which  will  in  a  few  year  hence,  become  a 
largo  and  thriving  city.  Third,  it 
is  probable  that  a  fourth  iusaiie 
asylum  will  be  required  in  a  few 
years,  and  the  best  location  for  an  in- 
stitution of  the  kind  is,  according  to  ex- 
perience, near  a  large  city.  The  nearest 
asylum  to  St.  Paul  and  M'nneapolis  at 
present  is  100  miles  distant,  while  those 
two  cities  furnish  three-forths  of  the  in- 
sane subjects.  It  is  believed  by  the  com- 
mission that  tho  next  asylum  should  be 
located  near  tho  two  cities,  and  hence  Fer- 
gus Falls  wa«  thought  to  be  tho  fittest  lo- 
cation for  the  present  institution.  Messrs. 
Bartlctt,  Christianson  and  Uiutt  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  on  plans

Dairy  CommltaloBor  Ulc*  Telia  Aboat  the  Effect 
of  the  OleomarKBilne  liSw— More  ProteetlTO 
Loclalatlon  Neede*. 

The  first  biennial  report  of  State  Dairy 
Commissioner  Klce  has  been  filed  with  the 
governor.  The  main  points  of  tho  report 
are  contained  in  tho  following  abstract: 

Peculiar  difficulties  attended  tho 
enforcement  of  the  dairy  law.  "Tha 
subject  ot  tho  legislation  was  but 
littls  understood.  Thore  was  not  a 
analyzed  a  specimen  of 
which  tho  prohibitory 
enactment  was  aimed.  Theru  was  not,  so 
far  as  I  have  learned,  a  physician  who  Lad 
studied  the  effects  upon  the  public  health. 
Not  ouo  lawyer  hail  looked  up  ths authori- 
ties in  their  bearings  upon  the  new  ques- 
tions which  the  act  awakened,  and  no  judge 
had  formed  an  opinion  as  to  the  jurisdic 
tion  and  constitutionality  of  the  act.  Tho 
evidences  of  a  scientific  nature  which 
moved  the  legislature  in  the  passage  of  the 
bill  were  altoifother  foreign  to  our  state. 
There  was  a  wide-spread  belief  among  the 
farmers  of  Minnesota  shared  by  those 
whoso  relations  to  the  agricultural  inter- 
ests had  directed  their  attention  to  tho 
matter,  that  there  was  a  gigantic  fraud  be- 
ing ]>erpetratod  upon  tho  producers  and 
couBumors  of  dairy  products— a  fraud  bear- 
ing heavily  not  only  upon  tho  financial  inter- 
ests of  the  state,  but  also  upon  those  of  tho 
public  health  and  morals.  Investigation 
made  by  those  who  were  aroused  revealed 
tho  fact  that  not  less  than  four  million 
|toundi(  of  those  fraurlulent  products,  cost- 
ing the  people  $500,000.  wore  nold  within 
the  state  duriiig  the  winter  of  188!J-86.  This 
amount  of  money  was  levied  as  a  tax  up- 
on the  dairy  interests  of  tho  state,  which 
were  comparatively  new  and  unable  to 
liear  so  heavy  because  so  unjust  a  burden. 

The  rej)ort  then  reviews  the  events  which 
followed  tho  enactment  of  the  law,  with  a 
history  of  the  New  York  test  case.  The  sec- 
tion of  tho  law  relating  to  food  for  cattle 
was  found  difficult  to  enforce,  and  In  con- 
nection with  it  the  commissioner  makestho 
tollowina  recommendation: 

That  soction  2  of  the  law  be  amended  so 
that  the  feeding  of  brewers'  grains  to  cows 
kept  to  supply  the  city  markets  with  milk 
shall  be  prohibited. 

In  the  matter  of  the  adulteration  of  milk 
the  commissioner  found  that  it  is  almost 
universal.  The  law  now  requires  milk  to 
contain  3  p*r  cent,  of  fats.  From  testing 
tho  milk  of  twenty-one  herds  it  wns  found 
that  tho  lowest  percentage  wa.s  3)^ 
per  cent,  and  the  highest  4!^  per  cent. 
The  commissioner  recommends  raising  the 
standard  to  3}^  per  cent,  of  fats  to  100 
pounds  of  milk,  on  the  ground  that  such  a 
standard  is  as  low  as  is  consistent  with 
the  public  health.  After  reviewing  the  liti- 
gation under  the  laws  and  the  necessity  ot 
a  common  law  in  various  states  the  report 
concludes  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: 

That  the  commissioner  bo  authorized  to 
seize  and  confiscato  any  prohibited  article 
that  is  offered  for  butter.  AI.-»o,  that  tho 
commissioner  bo  made  a  luemlier  of  tho 
stat«  board  of  health,  with  special  power 
to  act  under  tho  Law  relating  to  the  conta^ 
giouB  diseases  of  cattle. 

THE  OLEOMARGARINE  BU8I.VE88. 

The  assistant  commissioner,  H.  C.  How- 
ard, submits  his  reports  to  Commissioner 
Rice.  It  appeprs  that  out  of  500  stores  in 
St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  300  bad  been 
engaged  in  selling  oleomargarine.  The 
first  work  ot  Mr.  Howard  was  to 
jiet  dealers  to  dispose  of  the  stock 
on  hand,  which  was  accordingly 
shipped  to  Dakota  or  Montana.  The  ro- 
iiort  then  reviews  the  legal  points  raised 
by  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  and  gives 
(orrospondencc  with  a  number  of  dealers 
on  the  results  of  the  law.  The  assistant 
made  4,570  visits  and  inspections  of  the 
goods  of  dealers  and  products  of  dairies, 
traveling  2,000  miles  by  livery  and  15,- 
D55  miles  by  rail. 

Secretary  W.  S.  Eberman's  report  refers 
to  work  especially  attended  to  by  him. 
By  experiments  he  has  found  that  the 
milk  from  cattle  kept  within  the  city  lim- 
its is  not  as  rich  or  as  pure  as  that  from 
the  country  dairies.  This  he  thinks  is  due 
to  tho  objectionable  feed  given  to  the  cat- 
tle. He  recommends  that  the  law  be 
changed  so  that  milk  from  city  fed  cows 
cannot  bo  ofl'erd  tor  sale. 

A  HlnHASotiain'a  Medal  of  Honor. 

A  writer  in  tiio  New  York  World  a  short 
(iinc  since  mentioned  the  publication  by 
the  war  department  of  a  list  of  the  persons 
who  liave  been  decorated  by  congress  for 
merit.  He  prints  some  of  the  records  up- 
on which  medals  have  been  granted,  and 
among  others  speaks  for  a  Minnesota  man 
as  follows:  The  first  is  a  picturesque  re- 
port by  Hcrgt.  J.  C.  Merrit,  ot  the  First 
Minnesota  infantry,  of  the  first  battle  of 
Bull  Run,  too  long  to  incorporate  here, 
but  most  interesting  to  men  who  recall 
that  perplexing  signal  for  live  years'  hos- 
tilities between  the  North  and  the  South, 
nnd  closing  with  a  letter  written  twenty 
years  thereafter  by  Alexander  Ramsey, 
then  secretary  of  war,  transmittini?  to  Mr. 
Merritt  the  first  modal  of  honor,  the  in- 
scriptions upon  which  reads:  "Congress 
to  Sergeant  John  G.  Merritt,  Company  K, 
First  Minnesota,  volunteers,"  and  say- 
ing further,  "This  modal  is  awarded  to  you 
by  the  war  department  for  gallantry  in 
the  battle  of  Bull  Run  in  July.  1861.  whera 
ycu  wero  wounded  while  in  advance  ol 
your  regiment. ■'  Mr.  Merritt  is  now  a 
doorkeeper  in  the  United  States  senate.

By  Lights  and  Shadows. 

Up  a  rickety  flight  of  steps  on  the 
ivest  side,  kept  in  continual  tie  inor  by 
the  pulsations  of  a  huge  engine  in  the 
basement  beneath,  is  a  room  of  mode.'t 
appointments.  Bending  over 
the  benches  in  it  may  be  seen 
any  day  a  man  of  70  years, 
which  has  laid  the  frost  of  age  upon 
his  head,  seems  to  have  kindled  afresh 
the  sparkle  in  his  clear,  steady  eyes.

Standing  twenty  or  more  feet  from  the 
plate,  the  old  man  lays  a  gun  barrel 
upon  a  convenient  rest  in  such  a  way 
that  its  aim  is  directly  at  the  ebony 
bar.  Stooping,  he  looks  through  tho 
barrel  from  the  rear,  turning  it  slowly 
around  and  adjusting  it  from  time  to 
time  with  extreme  care  and  nicety. 

"Would  you  like  to  take  a  peep?"  he 
ask^,  good  humoredly. 

Putting  your  eye  to  the  butt  you  see 
two  fine  lines  or  shades  cast  into  the 
barrel  by  the  ebony  bar.  They  join  at 
the  further  end  and  gr.adually  diverge. 
No  break  occurs  in  them— the  barrel  is 
perfect. 

Another  barrel  is  laid  ou  the  rest  and 
its  position  accurately  adjusted.  Look- 
in"' through  it  you  see  the  shades  cast 
by  the  bar  broken  at  several  places— 
the  barrel  is  crooked  and  imperfect. 
Taking  it  from  the  rest  the  operator 
lays  it  upon  a  huge  block  of  hardwood 
and  strikes  it  here  a  heavy  blow  and 
then  a  light  one.  graduating  the  force 
with  great  delicacy.  Again  the  sight 
is  fixed  on  the  bar  and  an  observation 
of  the  .shades  made,  the  alternate  sight- 
ing and  hammering  being  repeated  un- 
til the  lines  of  shade  show  no  break. 
After  each  hanim'^riog  tlie  barrel  is  re- 
bored.  Toward  tho.  last  almost  imper- 
ceptible crooks,  known  as  "kinks,"  ap- 
pear, and  as  the  barnd  approaches  per- 
fection greater  and  greater  skill  is 
called  for  in  its  manipulation.  Thus  it 
is  that  a  gun  barrel  is  straightened 
The  shades  show  the  most  minute 
perfections.  —  Chicago  News. 


A  Race   of  Knrbarlans  ^VIlo    lnha*>tt 
the  .luiieles  of  ^lam. 

The  following  is  taken  from  a  letter 
written  at  Ban;:kok,  Siam,  by  Col. 
Childs.  aud  publish<d  in  'Ihc  liichitoucl 
(Mo.)  Conservator:  Among  tiie  many 
peculiarities  of  th  ••  p«'cuiiar  sect  on  is 
an  almost  nnknown  race  of  people,  an 
account  of  which  1  feel  assured  will  be 
of  interest.  A  few  days  sincr;  the  gov- 
ernor of  Sangkia,  a  province  on  the 
west  coast  of  Siam,  who  was  here  to 
bring  trilinti*  to  the  king,  gave  nic  con- 
siderable information  in  regard  to  thesn 
people,  who  live  on  the  coast,  terming 
them  Ken  Pon— jungle  people.  Thuy 
make  their  home  amid  the  densest  por- 
tion of  the  forest,  and  have  but  little 
communication  with  the  outer  world— 
in  fact,  they  are  entirely  itolated.  'J'he 
only  persons  that  they  hold  intercourse 
with  are  slaves  and  traders  who  have 
penetrated  the  jungle  in  search  of  game 
or  barter,  as  it  is  almost  fmpo.ssible  to 
penetrate  to  the  village*  on  account  of 
tho  density  of  the  vegetation,  the  dan- 
gerous beasts  and  venomous  serpents 
that  infest  them.  They  shun  all  inter- 
course with  strangers,  have  a  peculiar 
dialect  of  their  own,  live  in  small 
villages,  and  are  a  muscular,  har»ly 
race,  strictly  vegetarian.*,  do  not  drink 
or  smoke  opium,  hiut  have  few.  if 
any,  of  the  vices  of  the  natives, 
are  about  live  feet  in  heisrht. 
and  Poem  to  be  sunk  in  the-  most 
abject  barbarism,  occupying  thi;  lowest 
grade  of  hninanHy.  What  littl--  relig- 
ion they  may  have  i»  a  roongrid  wor- 
ship of  demons  and  the  malignant 
spirits  that  they  assert  inhab't  th';  jun- 
gle, wliich  they  attempt  tojiropliate  I'V 
presents,  etc.  Tiieir  habitations  ar.? 
partly  subterraneous,  about  four  fe«t 
high,  an  excavation  in  tlic  growmf, 
around  which  stakes  are  driven,  cover- 
ed with  a  dome  of  planted  bamboo,  over 
which  is  plastered  a  thick  coatinjf  of 
mud,  which  soon  hardfus  in  the  sun, 
rendering  it  impervious  to  the  ran  (»r 
the  heavy  dews  of  that  section,  which 
they  occupy  only  when  necessity  re- 
quires, as  they  live  mostly  in  the  open 
air,  and.  when  the  land  is  ovcriJowf-d, 
up  ia  the  trees.  Their  clothing  is  of  the 
most  primitive  kind.  A  piece  of  cloth 
about  one  foot  wide  and  four  feet  in 
length,  which  is  held  in  place  by  apiece 
of  liana,  or  vin  •, as  tliey  have  no  cord  oi 
rope,  is  made  into  a  l-elt  )»hiced  around 
the  waist;  then  the  clotii  i.s  inserte  i  be- 
tween the  Icgn  and  carr  od  both  back 
and  front  up  under  the  l»elt  ovor  whicli 
it  laps,  and  tlie  hand  b<-'ng  drawn  tight 
holds  it  in  place,  and  as  the  ends  art 
opened  sjircad  out  like  ^mall  aprons, 
and  thus  the  denizens  of  the  jungie  arc- 
in  full  dress,  soraewliat  akin  to  the 
Edenic  costume  of  old — thelig  leaf. 

One  of  the.  peculiarities  of  ths  >uang€ 
people  IS  the  way  they  raise  their  rice, 
which  is  their  main  staple,  .alnio-t  their 
sole  stock  of  provisions,  eke'l  owt  witti 
fruits,  roots  aud  herbs,  which  they  col- 
lect when  ia  season,  and  tlie  jungle  is 
prolific  of  such  kind  of  food.  Each  vil- 
lage has  its  head  man,  all  live  in  com- 
mon, and  as  soon  as  a  field  of  rice  is  ready 
to  bn  cut  he  orders  it  and  di.-tributes  the 
grain  equally  among  his  people,  and  so 
on  during  the  season,  all  sharing  alike. 
Their  only  implements  are  a  large  knifs 
used  for  cutting  rice,  building  tlieir 
huts,  and  making  tops  and  cutting  theii 
wav  through  the  undergrowth,  and  u 
pair  of  shears  for  cutting  hair,  which 
they  cut  short  with  the  e.\ception  of  a 
tuft  ou  the  crown  of  the  head  about  two 
inches  in  lengtli,"  which  looks  1  ke  a 
shoebrush  standing  up  like  bristles. 
Having  no  pots,  they  cook  their  rice  in 
bamboo.  They  cut  Off' a  section  and 
shave  it  thin,  open  a  hole  in  one  end. 
put  in  the  rice  and  wat«r,  then,  closing 
up  the  end.  nut  in  tlif  liri-.  Gi"e;'n  bam 
boo  being  impervious  to  the  flavor,  the} 
thus  have  a  first-class  pot.  The  saiue  is 
used  by  the  tSiamcse  wh'.-n  travelinj; 
through  the  jungle — and  as-  they  cat 
with  their  lingers  they  need  no  dishes, 
aud  thus  have  none  to  wasli  when  the 
meal  is  over.  / 

When  they  need  cloth,  knives,  oi 
shoes,  they  barter  the  products  of  \h( 
jungle,  whicli  are  many  and  varied, 
consisting  of  rhinoceros  horn*,  ele- 
phant tushes,  horns,  bones,  hides,  and 
skins,  but  will  not  take  money,  except 
in  rare  cases,  having  jio  use  for  it,  no; 
knowing  its  value.  Tliej'  are  expert 
trappers  and  snare  all  kinds  of  g.inie, 
elephant,  rhinoceros,  tgcr."?,  leopards, 
pumas,  deers,  and  all  other  denizens  o; 
the  wild  woodjj;  fw  thejr  -iikins.  ano 
some  of  the  finest  ivory  exported  wa« 
purchased  from  these  people,  but  Iheii 
skins  were  badly  handled,  .vhich  de- 
tracts from  their  value,  being  merelj 
dried  in  the  sun  after  being  strippeti 
from  the  animal. 

When  forced  to  go  shod,  which  is  sel 
dom,  they  improvise  a  sandal,  whicl 
they  make  out  of  a  piece  of  hide,  round- 
ed in  front  aud  behind,  with  a  hol« 
whore  the  big  toe  rests,  through  whicl 
is  inserted  a  piece  of  bamboo,  fastene«i 
on  the  bottom  with  a  loop  on  top. 
through  whicli  the  toe  is  thrust,  anc 
thus  the  .sandal  is  held  on  the  foot 
They  pay  no  taxes,  acknowledire  n( 
ruler;  their  number  is  unknown,  an( 
in  their  emcriild  fastness,  guanloil  bj 
malaria  as  deadly  as  dypamite.  the^

Washington  Letter:  The  inhabit- 
ants in  and  about  Lexington  are  of 
Scotch  Presbyterian  stock.  The  farm- 
ing population  are  of  a  type  truly 
primitive.  I^exington  is  redolent  of 
the  two  names,  I^ce  and  Jackson.  It 
goes  without  saying  that  those  names 
are  revered  among  the  simple  folk  of 
town  and  country.  Here  Lee  is  buried 
in  the  rear  of  the  pulpit  in  the  college 
chapel.  Here,  too,  is  to  be  seen  'Valen- 
tine's greatest,  latest  and  most  ambi- 
tious effort— the  recumbent  statue  of 
Lee. 

IJeside  the  dead  General  are  interred 
the  remains  of  his  wife,  and  his  daugh- 
ter, Eleanor  .\gnes  Lee. 

Intertwined  with  the  name  and  life 
of  Eleanor  Agnes  Lee  is  a  dramatic 
episode  that  has  never  found  its  way 
into  the  newspapers  of  the  country. 
At  the  outbreak  of  the  civil  war  there 
was  serving  on  Gen.  Scott's  staff  Lieut. 
William  Orton  William-^,  son  of  that 
Capt.  Williams  G.  Williams  who 
was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Monterey. 
Young  Williams'  mother  was  a  grand- 
child of  Mrs.  Washinston,  and  a  sister 
of  Cieorge  Washington  Parke  Curtis. 
I  The  latter  was  the  father  of  Mrs.  Rob- 
I  ert  E.  Lee.  Young  Williams  was  in 
love  with  .Miss  Ijoe  and  both  before 
I  and  after  Gen.  Ijee  resigned  as  chief  of 
I  Scott's  staff  was  in  the  habit  of  visit- 
ing Arlington.  Some  time  in  months 
of  April  tind  May,  1801,  Gen.  Scott 
I  ordered  Williams  to  cease  his  visits. 
He,  however,  still  clandestinely  con- 
tinued to  call  on  Miss  Lee,  and  it 
coming  to  the  attention  of  Gen.  Scott 
and  the  Federal  authorities  Williams 
was  arrested  and  sent  to  the  Gov- 
ernor's Island,  New  York.  He  was 
released  sometime  in  the  follow- 
ing June,  and  resigning  his  com- 
mission in  the  Federal  army  in 
company  with  a  cousin,  Walter  G. 
Peters. also  adescendent  of  Mrs.  Wash- 
ington, joined  the  Confederate  army. 
Williams  subsequently  joined  the  staff 
of  Gen.  Bragg,  but  having  become  in- 
volved in  a  difficulty  with  a  private 
soldier  in  which  the  latter  was  killed, 
he  was  transferred  to  the  staff  of  Gen. 
Wheeler,  present  member  of  congress 
from  Alabama. 

In  1863,  a  few  days  after  the  battle, 
of  Stone  River,  two  mounted  men 
in  Federal  uniform  rode  into  Fort 
Granger,  commanded  by  Col.  J.  P. 
Baird,  of  the  Eighty-fifth  Indiana 
Volunteers.  They  presented  the  usu- 
al letters,  passes  and  orders.  One  of 
the  orders  was  to  the  effect  that  they 
were  to  inspect  the  department  of  the 
Ohio.  After  remaining  at  the  fort  some 
hours  they  mounted  their  horses  and 
started  in  the  direction  of  Nashville. 
As  they  were  passing  out  of  the  forti- 
fication Col.  Louis  D.  Watkins,  of  the 
Sixth  Kentucky  Cavalry,  and  an  of- 
ficer of  the  old  army,  entered,  followed 
by  an  orderly.  As  he  passed  he 
caught  a  glimpse  of  the  profile  of  one

Horatio  King  writes  thus  to  the 
magazine  of  American  history  of  Lin- 
coln and  army  deserters: 

While  writing  of  President  Lincoln  I 
will  relate  another  singular  incident 
not  generally  known,  I  tliink,  and 
which  comes  to  me  on  undoubted  au- 
thority. At  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
oftener  probably  than  later  in  the 
fearful  struggle,  sometimes  on  going 
into  battle  a  soldier  who  had  "never 
smelt  gunpowder"  would  falter,  shrink 
away  and  maybe  throw  down  his 
arms,  utterly  unable  from  cowardice 
to  proceed,  thus  rendering  himself 
liable  to  the  penalty  of  death. 
When  these  cases  came  before  Presi- 
dent Lincoln,  and  the  necessity  of 
making  an  example  of  such  culprits 
was  appointed  out  to  him,  he  invaria- 
bly plead  off.  By  the  way  of  convinc- 
ing him  not  only  of  the  imperative 
necessif  y  of  strictly  enforcing  the  law 
as  a  restraining  influence  against  cow- 
ardly instincts,  but  also  of  its  reason- 
ableness and  justice,  it  was  urged  that 
the  soldier,  seeing  before  him  two  dan- 
gers—on the  one  hand  sure  death  if  ho 
acted  the  coward,  and  on  the  other  a 
reasonable  chance  of  escape  if  he  press- 
ed forward  in  battle— he  would  natur- 
ally choose  the  lesser  of  the  two,  and 
thus  save  his  honor  at  least,  if  not  his 
life.  But  it  was  all  to  no  purpose — Mr. 
Lincoln  solemnly  declaring  that  he 
never  could  consent  to  sign  the  death 
warrant  of  a  soldier  for  failing  to  go 
where  his  leg.j  refused  to  carry  him; 
.^:rf' he  ne\er  did.  He  consigned  to 
pigeon-holes,  without  his  signature, 
scores  if  not  hundreds  of  these  cases, 
where  they  now  he  buried  at  the  war 
departn.ont. 

Lieviathaii  Locomotives. 

From  the  Albany  Argus. 

The  Schenectady  locomotive  works 
has  sent  out  two  of  the  largest  loco- 
motive eneincs  that  have  been  built  at 
Schenectady.  The  engines  are  for  the 
Colorado  Midland  Railroad,  and  are 
numbered  1  and  2,  and  will  run  be- 
tween Colorado  Springs  and  Leadville, 
where  the  grade  is  210  feet  to  the 
mile,  and  where  powerful  engines  are 
a  necessity.  The  boilers  are  made  of 
of  Otis  steel,  nine-sixteenths  of  an 
inch  thick,  and  their  diameter 
is  sixty  inches,  with  an  extended 
front  end.  There  are  234  tubes 
ia  the  boiler,  each  thirteen  feat 
long  and  two  and  one-quarter  inches 
in  diameter.  The  width  of  the  fire 
box  is  forty-two  and  seven-eighths  inch- 
es, the  depth  in  front  is  fifty-seven 
and  one-quarter  and  back  fifty-four 
and  one-quarter  inches.  The  cylinders 
are  20x24  inches.  There  are  lour 
driving  wheels  on  each  side  fifty-one 
inches  in  diameter,  and  a  four-wheel 
spring  bolster  truck  in  front.  The 
tank  capacity  of  these  immense  en- 
gines is  3,500  gallons,  which  is  about 
625  gallons  more  than  an  ordinary 
New  Y'ork  Central  passetiger  engine 
holds.  They  are  equipped  with  the 
St.  Louis  steam  brake  on  the  tender. 
The  weight  of  the  engine  is  sixty-two 
tons  without  the  tender,  fifty-si.x  tons 
of  which  set  upon  the  eight  driving 
wheels.

How  He  Lost  Hi.s  Pastorate. 

Dr.  M(u;oon'8  death  recalls  a  char- 
acteristic story  of  the  man,  says  the 
Philadelphia  Ledu'er,  explaining  how 
he  C'lnie  to  leave  his  first  ministerial 
charge,  which  was  a  Richmond  (Va.) 
church.  It  was  before  the  war,  about 
1845,  when  abolition  sentiment  was 
growing.  Mr.  Magoon,  who  was  born 
in  New  Hampshire,  shared  the  north- 
ern sentiment  re.specting  slavery.  One 
Easter  Sunday  morning,  as  he  ascend- 
ed his  pulpit,  he  was  struck  by  the 
contrast  presented  by  the  slaves 
crowded  in  the  gallery  and  their  mas- 
ters and  mistresses  gathered  in  the 
body  of  the  church.  The  ladies  were 
out  in  their  new  spring  toilet3,radiant 
with  flowers  and  brikjht-colored  rib- 
bons. The  preacher  surveyed  the  scene 
for  a  moment,  and  then,  addressing 
the  coneregHtion,  said:  "Ladies,  you 
look  very  beautiful  in  your  flowers 
and  feathers;  but  if  you  would  spend 
half  the  money  wasted  on  finery  to 
educate  those  poor  colored  people  up 
yonder,  it  would  he  better  for  your 
souls."  At  that  time  it  was  an  offense 
against  tbe  law  in  Virginia  to  teach  a 
colored  person  to  read,  and  it  can 
easily  be  imagined  that  such  a  speech 
put  an  end  to  Mr.  Magoon'a  ministry 
there.

beggarly  of  authentic  incident! 
As  an  argument  this  fact  seems  at  lirst 
glance  to  justify  the  opinion  common- 
ly held  that  the  youth  of  the  Saviour 
ran  in  course  very  nuich  like  that  of 
the  generality  of  poor  Jewish  chil- 
dren." 

•'I  can't  believe  that,    uncle,"    said

"Nor  ran  1,"  he  said.  "They  say 
that  Joseph,  to  whom  as  a  child  our 
Lord  was  subject,  was  a  carpenter 
who  plied  only  the  humbler  branches 
of  the  tra<le,  and  that  Mary,  his  wife, 
spun  the  tlax  and  wool  for  the  family, 
and  was  a  housewife.  These  are  the 
circumstances  chiefly  relied  upon  to 
support  the  theory  that  tlieconidtion 
of  the  child  was  poverty.

Then  was  it 
not  written  of  the  exemplar  of  all  the 
mothers  in  Israel,  'She  looketh  well  to 
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the  ways  of  her  household,  andeateth 
not  the  bread  of  idleness?'  And  if  we 
may  give  heed  to  accounts  not  purely 
Scriptural,  Mary  owned  the  house  in 
Nazareth  in  which  the  family  dwelt, 
hut  conforming  to  the  Scriptures,  it  is 
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the  social  position  of  the  family,  it  is 
enough  to  remark  that,  besides  beuig 
a  just  man,  Joseph  was  a  lineal  de- 
scendant of  David  the  King." 

"They   were  neither  rich  nor  poor, 
then,"  said  John. 

"Only    comfortable,"    Uncle  Midas 
rejoined;    then    proceeded:     "Exactly 
the  condition  to  allow  our  Saviour  a

That  they  went  with  the  divine 
Child,  however,  I  am  quick  to  believe. 
Thty  watched  Him  with  jealouft  care; 
they  floated  on  the  clouds  above 
lliin;  they  trod  the  air  in  His  chamber; 
they  cave  color,  direction,  purity 
and  strength  to  His  thought.  His 
mother  may  have  taught  Him  the  al- 
phabet, but  neither  she  nor  the  teach- 
ers in  the  synagogue  could  have  helped 
Him  to  that  other  rarer  and  higher 
learning  intiie  light  of  which  the  hearts 
of  those  about  Him  were  as  primers 
for  easy  reading.  Through  what  hu- 
man agency  was  it  that  before  He  was 
a  man  He  was  master  of  a  lore  which 
llillel  had  not  been  able  to  obtain 
with  all  his  one  hundred  and  twenty 
years  of  studious  life?        *        »        « 

"Suppose  by  any  chance  He  came 
while  a  child  to  know  the  mysteries 
of  his  birth.  The  effects  would  have 
been  manifold,  but  of  one  of  them  -I 
am  certain— all  desire  for  pastime  by 
childish  means  would  have  them 
ended." 

"Then  you  believe  he  knew  it  all?" 
asked  I*uss  impulsively— "knew  it  all 
when  He  was  a  child?" 

"Well,"  he  answered,    "let  us  see. 
He  was  from  the  beginning  in  care  of 
at  least  t  ao  persons  who  cou'.d  not 
haveputtheir  knowledgeof  Him  away 
had  they  wished  to  do  so.    Tho  world 
has  done  injustice  to   Joseph.  The  fa- 
thers of  the  churc;h  did  better  when 
they  canonized  him.    He  held  a  pro- 
digious secret  in  his  possession,  and 
was  true  to  it.    'Who   is  this?'  the 
rabbis  asked,   when  Christ  began  His 
miracles;    and  they  answered   them- 
selves,'Oh,  it  is  the  carpenter's  son!' 
The    other  person    was    Mary,     the 
mother.     After     all    that   has    been 
said  and  written  of  her  appearance, 
her  devotion,  her  sanctity— her  wonj- 
anliness    makes  her  as  incomparable 
amongst  women  as  her  son  is  incom- 
parable amongst  men.     I  am  some- 
what rigid  in  my  idea  that  worship    is 
due  to    God    alone;    nevertheless,    it 


signwas  reverence  to  her  who  is  to  be 
the  pattern  of  mothers  while  the  earth 
endures;  and  such  worship  as  there 
was  in  my  salutation  and  gift  went 
up  to  God  with  as  much  acceptance, 
in  my  belief,  as  if  it  had  been  rendered 
with  organ  accompaniments  amidst 
the  splendors  of  St.  Peter's." 

There  was  a  decided  movement 
amongst  the  audience  at  these  words. 
Uncle  Midas  was  allowing  himself  to 
be  carried  away  again.  The  rustle, 
however,  brought  him  back  to  his 
subject. 

"1  begpardon,"  hesaid,  withcharm- 
ing  candor.  "If  I  have  wandered  a 
little,  charge  the  fault  to  my  great 
love  of  good  women.  The  two,  Jo- 
seph and  Mary,  I  was  saying,  possessed 
the  secret  of  our  Lord's  origin.  When 
I  consider  their  relationship  to  Him, 
it  becomes  impossible  for  me  to  think 
they  did  not  tell  Him  all  they  knew 
about  him.

The  hour, 
we  may  be  sure,  was  auspicious;  she 
held  Him  clasped  in  her  arms;  His  head 
lay  upon  her  breast;  from  that  soft, 
pure  pillow  He  looked  up  into  hereyes, 
and  then  she  remembered  that  He  was 
the  Messiah,  and  she  the  most  blessed 
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would  have  been  hard  for  me  to  re- 
fust  to  fall  in  the  march  with  Cyril  in 
his  great  dispute  with  Nestorius,  and 
I  am  sensible  of  a  kindly  feeling  for 
Pope  Gregory  the  Great,  because  he 
at  length  settled  the  dispute  by  mak- 
ing it  lawful  to  write  'Holy  Mother  of 
God'  after  Mary's  name.  Neither 
have  I  any  disposition  to  quarrel  with 
the  devotional  habit  the  pea.sants 
have  of  stopping  to  kneel  before 
the  Mother  as  she  appears 
above  the  rural  altars  on 
the  waysides  of  Italy.  On  the  quay 
of  the  Bosporus  as  one  approaches 
Therapia  there  is  an  arched  vault  of 
an  ancient  ruin  in  which  a  poor  hunch- 
backed Greek  keeps  a  candle  always 
burning  before  a  wretched  pic- 
ture of  the  Virgin.  In  Iront  of 
that  humble  church  I  habitually 
stopped  my  caique,  and  going  in,  drop- 
ped a  piastre  in  the  alms-box,  and 
crossed  myself.  The  deformed  keeper 
kept  his  light,  such  as  it  was,  burning 
in  the  world;  my  money  helped  give 
him  bread  and  maintain  his  light;  the

The  torah  is  spread  upon 
her    knee.    He   has  a  hand  over  her 
shoulder,  sheanarm  about  His  waist; 
He  is  quick  to  apprehend;  their  voices 
are  low  and  sweet;  at  times  they  turn 
to  each  other,  and  it  is  the  old  story. 
'Soft  eyes  looked  love  to  eyes  that   spake 
again.' " 
Uncle    Midas'    voice    was    a   little 
tremulous,  but  he  went  on  in  the  same 
strain: 

"After  the  lad  came  to  know  Him- 
self, the  knowledge  enforced  solemnity 
and  serious  thought.  The  old  master 
who  painted  Him  trudging  after  Joseph 
with  a  ba.sket  of  tools  had  the  true 
conception  of  Him  about  this  time,  for 
He  was  humble  and  uncomplaining 
and  delighted  in  service.

What  time  He  is  not 
observant  of  His  charge,  He  is  listening 
for  voices,  attentive  to  each  passing 
wind,  or  gazing  at  the  clouds  for  seraph- 
ic messengers,  or  giving  heed  to  the 


emotions  of  His  own  being,  in  the  hope 
of  their  becoming  tell-tales  of  all  he  so 
wished.    How  tenderly  He  would  carry 
the  weaklings  of  the  herd  down  the 
steeps  and  over  the  stony  places!    He 
loved  them  and  they  loved  Him.    The 
herdsmen  of  Nazareth  were  ignorant 
and  poor;  ptill  they  complied  with  the 
law,  and   at   least   once   every  year 
went  up  to  Jerusalem  after  the  cus- 
tom of  the  feast.    In  the  procession  on 
one  such  occasion  there  was  a  family, 
the   head    of     which     was    a    plain, 
serious-looking,      middle-aged     man, 
with       whom       the       world         has 
since  becojne  acquainted  as  Joseph. 
His  wife,  Mary,  was  then  about  twen- 
ty-seven years  of  age,  gentle,  modest, 
sweet-siioken,  of  fair  complexion,  with 
eyes  of  violet-blue,  and  hair  half  brown, 
half  gold.  She  rode  a  donkey.   James, 
Joses,    Simon    and    Jude,    full-grown 
sons  of  Joseph,   walked  with  their  fa- 
ther.   A  child  of  Mary,  twelve  years 
old,  walked  near  her.    It  is  not  at  all 
likely  that  the  group  attracted  special 
attention  from  their  fellow-travelers.

they  wouM  say  in  salute,  and  have 
return  in  kind.    More  than  eighteen 
hundred  years  have  passed  since  that 
obscure     family     made    that     pious 
pilgrimage.      Could  they    come    back 
and     make     it    now,     the     singing, 
shouting,  and  worship  that  would  go 
with    them   would    be  without   end; 
not  Solomon   in  all   his  glory,    nor 
Csesar,  nor  any  or  all  of  the  modern 
kings,  would  have  such  attendance. 
Let  us  single  out  the  boy,  that  we 
may  try  and  see  Him  as  He  was — afoot 
like  His  brethren,  small,  growing,  and 
therefore  slender.    His  attire  was  sim- 
ple; on  His  head  a  white  handkerchief, 
held  in  place  by  a  cord,  one  corner  turn- 
ed under  at  the  forehead,  the  other  cor- 
ners loose.    A  tunic,  also  white,  cov- 
ered Him  from  neck  to  knees,  girt  at 
the  waist.

from  the  can  and  not  freshly  from  the 
farm.
